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Mondale vows 
U.S. aid to cities

T h e Carter administration has 


"faith in America's cities and will 
strive to make them flourish again," 
Vice President Walter F, Mondale 
told a group of 7,000 Cook County 
Democrats at a $100-a-plate, fund- 
raising dinner Tuesday night. 


Mondale promised more federal 


help for job programs, housing and 
health care, and he lashed out at what 
lie called eight years of Republican 
indifference to urban problems. 


"For eight years we had an admin- 


istration that admitted the federal 
government had no role in working 
with big cities. It had a steady and 
obvious policy of withdrawing federal' 
help from central cities," he said. 


"THIS ADMINISTRATION stands 


with you. We have 'faith in our cities 
and together we're going to make 
them flourish again," he said. 


Mondale appeared in Chicago on the 


heels of a 10-day diplomatic trip to 
Europe during which he announced

The residents supported a plan sub- 


mitted by hospital officials to close 
the north end of the hospital road 
where it meets Kirchoff Road. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD ordered a 


traffic study for the area before mak- 
ing a decision on whether to close the 
road or realign it. 


We feel we need a homeowners as- 


socation to pursue this. We want to 
make sure the extension of Ridge Av- 
enue is not passed," said Rosemary 
Klein, 212 S. Ridge Ave., who will con- 
duct the Pioneer Park Homeowners 
Assn.'s first meeting.

Africa and Rhodesia can be made 
peacefully and without disrupting the 
domestic stability of the two 'African 
nations. 


Mondale said that America's for- 


eign policy under President Carter 
will not be "remote and hidden from 
the.American people. 


"We have tried to be the people's 


administration because we think that's 
why you supported us," he said. 


MONDALE POINTED to President 


Carter's $4 billion public works pro- 
gram, the doubling of the Public Ser- 
vice Employment program and the 
doubling of the federal revenue shar- 
ing program to cities and states with 
high unemployment. 


The programs have meant $215 mil- 


lion for jobs in Cook County. 


"The administration has no more 


important responsibility than to work 
with the mayors and county board 
presidents of this country," he said. 


Mondale labeled juvenile unemploy- 


ment one of the most serious prob- 
lems in America.

"If you want -to ruin this nation, 


bring up a generation bf young men 
and women who cannot find mean- 
ingful work," he said. 


Aware of his Democratic audience, 


Mondale referred to the several cam- 
paign appearances he and Carter 
made in Chicago last fall. The late 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 
"campaigned as hard for Jimmy and 
me as if he had been running for pres- 
ident'himself," Mondale said. 


EARLIER, MONDALE had defend- 


ed Carter's controversial proposal for 
instant voter registration. The plan 
has been widely criticized for its po- 
tential for vote fraud, especially in ur- 
ban areas. Mondale called registra- 
tion fraud "a red herring" and said 
that the plan has worked well in five 
states that already have election day 
voter registration. 


Mondale said 
Carter's 
adminis- 


tration is going to be a partner with 
the nation's cities. 


"When we build a neighborhood 


project, we don't want to impose what 
Washington thinks is best, but what 
the people who live there want and 
need," he said. 


He also underscored the adminis- 


tration's attack on rising health care 
costs, noting that a Chicago hospital 
bed that cost $16 a day in 1950 now 
costs $170 a day or more.

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an- 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter. 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school," Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress. 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Moluccan" was being flown to 
the scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the release of the children today."

months ago. 


COMBAT-READY troops backed by 


armored cars kept guard over the 
train from behind canal dikes and in 
clumps of trees. 


In a bizarre twist Tuesday, nervous 


gunmen fired several bursts of sub- 
machine gun fire after spotting a 
woman later described by authorities 
as "insane" lying in a bicycle shed 
near the school. The shots broke an 
eerie morning silence throughout the 
town and • jolted red-eyed parents 
standing vigil in a nearby library. 


There were no reports of injuries, 


but the children who had been singing 
birthday songs to keep up their spirits 
— could be heard crying. 


Parents, near exhaustion from lack 


of sleep, begged police not to attack 
the school and two policemen clad 
only in undershorts took the uniden- 
tified woman away unharmed.

Dutch government to press Indonesia 
for independence for their homeland, 
formerly known as the Spice Islands. 


Children of immigrants from the 


legendary Spice Islands, the Moluc- 
cans, have turned to violence to win 
independence from a homeland most 
of them have never seen.

GOVERNMENT - AGENCIES such 


as the Food and Drug Administration, 
the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Occupational 
Heaitn and Safety Administration are 
devoted to protecting the public from 
cancer and other health hazards. 


And' Americans are left to wonder 


whether it's safe .to eat, drink, smoke 
or wear anything anymore. 


Tne answer is still "Yes," say the 


experts, wno also admit the barrage 
ot scientific findings is not easy to. un- 
derstand. 


Sidney Wolfe, head of Ralph Na- 


der's Health Research Group, says he 
believes "there will be some more 
carcinogens 
discovered as we go 


along, but the rate of new ones will 
diminish. 


At the National Cancer Institute, re- 


searchers are 
testing nearly 300 


chemicals to determine whether they 
are capable of causing cancer in ani- 
mals. Each test takes a minimum of 
three years and costs $150,000 to 
$200,000 to complete, an institute 
spokesman said. 


THE NATIONAL Cancer Institute 


has completed tests on only seven 
chemicals to date. Three of them, Ke- 
pone, chloroform and trichloroethy- 
lene (TCE) were linked to cancer in 
animals, the other four tests were in- 
conclusive, the spokesman said. 


Donald Kennedy, new FDA commis- 


sioner, says he thinks the scientific 
research eventually will show a pat-

Bernadette Linberg is spending $60 


a week to stockpile sugar-free soft 
drinks for her 17-year-old son who is a 
diabetic. 


"I'm filling the attic, the bedrooms 


and the garage," the Barrington resi- 
dent said during an emotional state- 
ment Tuesday before Sherwin Gard- 
ner, deputy commissioner of the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, 


By the time the FDA's proposed 


ban on saccharin, the only approved 
artificial sweetener in the United 
States, goes into effect, Mrs. Linberg 
says she hopes to have a year's sup- 
ply of soft drinks stored at home. 


"I'm fortunate because I can afford 


to do it," Mrs. Linberg, president of 
the Northwest chapter of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Assn., said. "Others who are 
not so lucky may only be able to af- 
ford a couple weeks' supply." 


MRS. LINBERG came to North- 


western University's campus in Chi- 
cago Tuesday to tell her story to 
Gardner and other agency officials 
who spent the afternoon listening to 
consumer complaints and comments. 


More than 100 people turned out, 


most of them interested'in the pro- 
posed saccharin ban, scheduled to go 
into effect this summer, or Laetrile, 
the controversial cancer treatment 
the FDA has refused to legalize be- 
cause it says the substance has not 
been proved effective against cancer. 


Mrs. Linberg said the saccharin ban 


will deprive diabetic children like her 
son of the chance to lead a normal 


life, to date and enjoy parties with 
their friends. 


"Psychiatrists and doctors all say 


'let your son lead a normal life. Don't 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what lie wants to do,' " she 
said. "We depend on saccharin to let 
our boy lead a normal life." 


FDA SAYS IT HAS no choice in 


banning saccharin because a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats. 


Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't live long enough to get can- 
cer," she said. "Unlike the vague, un- 
proven likelihood 
of cancer, 
the 


chance that a diabetic will die of kid- 
ney failure is one out of two." 


FDA,HAS SUGGESTED that sac- 


charin tablets be available as an over- 
the-counter drug for diabetics and oth- 
ers who need to use it for specific 
health reasons. But Mrs. Linberg said 
that for her son and other juvenile 
diabetics a "saccharine pill in a glass 
of water is no choice at all." 


Bob Bowen said he 'weighed 270 


pounds before he started using sac- 
charin products to control his weight. 
"I'm just one of the fat people," said 
Bowen who now weighs 164 pounds. 


"Controlling obesity is probably the 


most difficult thing I've ever done in 
my whole life," he said. 


GARDNER SAID that saccharin

studies indicate that among 10,000 
people who drink one can of sugar- 
free soda a day, four will develop 
bladder cancer as a result of saccha- 
rin.

The com- 
plaint, filed by Jerrald Abrams, an unsuccessful village board 
candidate in the April election, charges Hein's position as village 
liquor commissioner is a violation of the ethics ordinance because 
his parents hold two liquor licenses.

The now-defunct firm manufactured 


apple dolls — a dried apple covered 
with wire and colorful dress. The chil- 
dren alternated on 15-minute produc- 
tion shifts as wire benders, apple peel- 
ers and seamstresses. 


THE'APPLE DOLLS were to be 


sold at the school's annual spring car- 
nival. But when the children returned 
from Easter vacation, the apples had 
all rotted. 


"Rather than let it start all over 


again, we decided to take advantage 
of that situation," said Ladd Fuqua, 
one of the children's teachers. "So we 
went through the process of bank- 
ruptcy with notices of layoffs and ev- 
erything. 


"They began to realize after they 


were released from employment that 
they didn't have any money to pay 
their bills," said Fuqua. 


"Some of them actually got mad. 


Some of them wanted to go out and 
borrow money, but then they got to 
thinking about that, too." 


"We never really expected this kind 


of response from the children," he 
said. 


The Eastlawn Appledoll Co. was 


part of a program aimed at familiar- 
izing elementary school children in 
North Carolina with the concepts of 
the free enterprise. The program was 
launched by the 1976 General Assem- 
bly.

CHICAGO (UPI)-A judge found an 


accused crime syndicate "hit man" 
innocent Tuesday of kMng a Team- 
sters official, despite the testimony of 
two witnesses that they saw him do it. 


The defendant, Harry Aleman, 38, 


said he was hitting golf balls at a 
practice range when the alleged "hit" 
occurred. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Frank J. Wilson, bearing the case 
without a jury, said he found Aleman 
innocent because of an "unbelievable 
number of impeachments" in testi- 
mony by one o£ the alleged witnesses. 


THE WITNESS, Robert Lowe, 28, 


said he was out walking his dog when 
Aleman shot William Logan, 36, a 
truck dispatcher and Teamsters' shop 
steward, in front o£ Logan's home 
Sept. 27,1972. Lowe said he stood face 
to face with Aleman' and said "I'll re- 
member that face the rest of my 
life." 


The state's other key witness, Louie 


Almeida, 34, said he drove Aleman's 
car the night of the murder and saw 
Aleman, a childhood buddy, drill Lo- 
gan with a shotgun, first from the car 
and then outside it. 


Almeida was a self-described ''hit" 


man, or assassin, himself before he 
went to prison. Still a convict, he esti- 
fied under a promise of immunity. 


Aleman presented four witnesses — 


three men who said they were his 
close friends and his wife — to sup- 
port his alibi that he was at a subur- 
ban golf range all evening. 


WILSON RULED Lowe "did not tell 


the truth on the witness stand . . . the 
fact that Lowe lied on the witness 
stand . . . must cast doubt on his en- 
tire testimony." 


He said that under cross-exam- 


ination the defense proved Lowe 
changed his testimony in court from 
what he originally told police at least 
10 times. 


Betty Romo, sister of the slain Teamster official weeps. 


As for Almeida, Wilson said the tes- 


timony of self-styled 
accomplices 


"should be looked at with suspicion." 


Aleman's attorney, Frank G. Wha- 


len, said Almeida's testimony was 
that of a "desperate" man who would 
do "anything . . . even kill himself" to 
get out of prison. He said Lowe and 
Almeida were "impeached witnesses . 
. . liars." 


NICHOLAS IAVARONE, assistant 


state's attorney, said in final argu- 
ments Aleman "looks at other people 
as targets to be cut down with his spe- 


cial sickle of death. Aleman killed 
William Logan because he (Logan) 
would not let Harry Aleman steal'' 
from the tracking industry. 


Logan's sister, Joanna "Dietrich, 


wept after the verdict had been deliv- 
ered and Aleman, dressed in a dark 
suit, had walked out of court and driv- 
en off. 


"If they let him walk the streets, 


they'll let anybody walk the streets," 
she said. "There'll never be any wit- 
nesses coming to Criminal Court. 
Never again." 


Cookie caper complicates family members9 lives

The woman in the black dress sat at 


the back of the courtroom smoking 
cigarets and whispering to her hus- 
band. A black straw hat covered her 
face. 


When her name was called she 


walked slowly to the front of the 
room. 


"What is your name?" the judge 


asked. 


"Lona Schanze," she replied. 
"Please speak up," the judge said. 
THE WOMAN repeated her name 


timidly. 


"Are you ready to stand trial?" 
The woman said no; she had no 


lawyer. • 


"Do you have a job?" 
"No." 
Lona Schanze then told the judge 


that her husband, who stood beside 
her, earns about $200 a week as a 
janitor. They have four children, a 
1965 Ford, no bank accounts, no prop- 
erty. 


JUDGE NICHOLAS Poramo then 


appointed an attorney who promptly 
asked for a psychiatric examination. 
Lona Schanze's first day in court was 
at an end. 


When she returns June 25, Mrs. 


Schanze will answer the charge that 
she stole $1,110 the girls in her Rolling 
Meadows Brownie troop raised by 
selling cookies. Police say she report- 
ed the money stolen but then con- 
fessed on May 10 that she used it to 
pay personal bills. 


After the court appearance, Mrs. 


Schanze and her attorney refused to 
talk to reporters. But Mrs. Schanze 
called The Herald two weeks ago and 
again Tuesday morning to explain 
that she wanted to make up for her 
"mistake." She also described how 


she and her family have been ha- 
rassed by employers, schoolmates 
and neighbors. 


HER HUSBAND will help her repay 


the money, but he is having trouble at 
work, she said. "If he didn't belong to 
a union, he would have been fired." 


What upsets Mrs. Schanze the most 


is the treatment her children have re- 
ceived. 


"The kids can't go outside," she 


said. "Our 12-year-old daughter is 
c o m p l e t e l y hysterical. She came 
home from school in tears." 


Mrs. Schanze said she knows she 


"did wrong" and expects to be pun- 
ished. "But punish me, don't punish 
my family," she pleaded. 


"I INTEND TO pay it back," she 


said. "I thought I had a job lined up, 
but I lost it. The man called back and 
said he didn't want to hire a convicted 
criminal." 


She does not, however, agree with 


the $1,100 figure set by police. "Half 
of that money was never turned in by 
the Brownies, but me and my hus- 
band were responsible for it because 
we were cookie chairmen," she said. 


Beverly Cody of the Girl Scout 


Council of Cook County said she was 
not familiar with Mrs. Schanze's state- 
ment. 


Two weeks ago, Mrs. Schanze 


seemed eager to tell her story but 
wanted to wait until after the court 
date. On Tuesday, she asked to be let 
alone. 


"The Girl Scouts have advised me 


not to talk to you," she said. "I don't 
want any more trouble." 


And she said she's hung a sign on 


her apartment door: "Please don't 
knock. We don't want to talk to any- 
one any more.''

Soviet chiefs power cut, shift seen 


Soviet President Nikolai Podgorny 


has been stripped of Ms powers, and 
area Kremlin-watchers say this may 
signal that the long-awaited succes- 
sion of leadership has begun. 


Moscow Radio announced the con- 


vening of the 290-member central 
committee, and reported without ex- 
planation that Podgorny was being 
"freed of his duties on the Politburo." 


It is believed to be the first step to- 


ward the 74-year-old president's for- 
mal retirement. 


"It clearly starts the succession," 


said Prof. Jeremy Azrael of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. "He is one of the 
old men of this very old regime. They 
have sort of been hanging together 
and not replacing each other." 


PODGORNY WAS one of three men 


who replaced Nilcita Khrushchev in 
1964. The others are Community Par- 
ty chief Leonid Brezhnev, 70, now the 
most powerful leader, and Premier 
Alcxei N. Kosygin, 73. 


Azrael said Soviet specialists in this 


country are anxiously awaiting the re- 
lease of the new USSR .constitution to 
see what changes are included in the 
text. The new constitution has been 
promised for some 15 years and has 
been very controversial, Azrael said. 


Podgorny escaped the purges of the 


Stalin era, as well as the in-fighting 
that followed Stalin's death. 


But Podgorny's removal from the 


Politburo canie as a suprise because 
he recently has been a highly visible 
presence on the diplomatic front, con- 
ferring with a series of visiting heads 
of state and making an arduous two- 
week state visit to southern Africa in 
late March. 


Azrael said Podgorny was the first 


Soviet president who was a political 
figure instead of a figurehead. "He is

historically a strong spokesman for 
agriculture. That may or may not 
have something to do with what's hap- 


pened." he said. 


WHILE KREMLIXOLOGISTS are 


watching events with keen interest, 
persons with Soviet ancestry like Boh- 
dan Rohowsky see Podgorny's fall 
from power as just another shift. 


"I don't think it will make a hell of 


a difference," said Rohowsky, a for- 
mer Ukrainian now living in Mount 
Prospect. "To me it is something ol 
the usual manner." 


In another leadership reshuffling, 


the committee relieved Deputy Pre- 
mier Konstantin Katushev, 50, of the 
post of secretary of the Central Com- 
mittee and gave the job to Konstantin 
Rusakov, 67, assistant to Brezhnev for 
intra-bloc relations.

lands broke a promise to grant inde- 
pendence to their archipelago in 1949.

when The Netherlands withdrew, con- 
tending that if the colony was to be- 
c o m e independent, the Moluccas 
should be granted independence from 
Indonesia as well. 


BUT BOTH THE Nertherlands and 


Indonesia rejected their demands for 
independence and thousands of Moluc- 
cans came to Holland. 


More than 35,000 South Moluccans 


now live in Holland in a tightly knit 
community that still speaks its native 
language and has little contact with 
society at large. 


Most of the radicals waging their 


violent campaign for independence 
are the Dutch-born children of the 
original Moluccan immigrants — and 
never have seen the islands they are 
fighting for. 


The most violent acts until Mon- 


day's takeover were in December 
1975, when Moluccans seized a train 
in the same area of northeast Holland 
and two days later invaded the In- 
donesian consulate in Amsterdam 


They held the train's passengers hos- 


tage for 12 days and held 25 persons 
in the consulate for 15 days. Four per- 
sons were killed Jin the two attacks 
and the gunmen later were jailed for 
between 6 and 14 years. 


The violent campaign of the South 


Moluccans dates back to 1966, when 
their leader in Indonesia, Ventje So- 
dumokil, was executed by the govern- 
ment.

Workers 
threaten 
state strike

SPRINGFIELD — A group of state 


workers is planning a one-day walkout 
Thursday in defiance of union leaders, 
and a top Thompson administration 
official says a strike by all state union 
workers is a "possibility." 


Deputy Gov. James Fletcher said 


Tuesday a strike is possible after con- 
tract talks between the state and ne- 
gotiators for 28,000 union workers end- 
ed Monday. There are 42,000 state em- 
ployes. 


At issue is a demand by the Ameri- 


can Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes for a two-year 
contract with 10 per cent pay raises 
each year. The state has offered no 
across-the-board raises this year and 
a 4.25 pet.cent increase next year. 


WILLIAM BOYS, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Personnel, said the 
state has made contingency plans to 
deal with work stoppages or strikes. 


Representatives of the 5,000 union 


members working for the Illinois 
Dept. of Public Aid and the Illinois 
Dept. of Mental Health in Springfield 
and Chicago say they-plan to stage a 
one-day walkout Thursday. 


Robert Alpert, chief union negotia- 


tor, said the union negotiating com- 
mittee is not endorsing the walkout. 


"We are not encouraging it," he 


said, but he refused to criticize the 
action. 


The union also said it has prepared 


a revenue projection that contends the 
state will have an extra $50 million to 
$150 million in new money for the next 
fiscal year. 


BUREAU OF THE Budget Director 


Robert Mandeville, however, said the 
union used a regional economic fore- 
casting method that has "inherent un- 
certainty." 


Alpert charged declining unemploy- 


ment will give the state more reve- 
nue, but Mandeville discounted the 
impact of the drop noting the state 
will lose some federal funds that are 
sent to Illinois when the jobless rate 
rises. 


"We budgeted for $18 million in 


' 'countercyclical'' 
revenue-sharing 


funds. If the unemployment rate 
drops below 4.5 per cent, the state will 
get nothing," he said. 


Both sides also disagree on the 


over-all cost of the wage increase 
requests. The union contends that 
about 50 per cent ,of the $30 million 
will come from federal grants and 
other nongeneral revenue fund money 
from Illinois. 


However, Boys said, the wage talks- 


for the 28,000 clerical, para-profes- 
sional and professional workers that 
are now going on would cost at least 
that much, with the figure going high- 
er when the requested 10 per cent rate 
is extended to other workers. 


THE DISCORD between the state 


and the workers has been brewing for 
the last 14 months since former Gov. 
Daniel Walker extended collective 
bargaining rights to an estimated 
42,000 workers. 


The union already has negotiated 


contracts for the state corrections and 
mental health departments. The union 
also represents employes in other 
agencies including Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation workers at the district 
office in Schaumburg. 


David Kunset, the union's spokes- 


man, said about 50 per cent of the 
workers have not received a pay raise 
since December 1974. 


"Under the state plan these workers 


would nob get a pay raise for 43 
months," he said. 


Kunset said the average salary for 


the union workers ranges between 
$8,000 for secretaries, to $11,000 for 
professional workers. 


"This is just about the federal gov- 


ernrment's level for the average 
middle income, but our studies show 
that 40 per cent of the state's clerical 
workers support families," Kunset 
said. 


KUNSET SAID there is no question 


that the state is trying to provoke the 
union, but he insisted the union is not 
thinking strike. 


Some observers contend the union 


leadership might not be able to lead 
their membership in a walk-out be- 
cause the group is too new and long- 
time state employes would resist the 
idea of leaving their jobs. 


Union officials are calling for an 


impartial fact finder to enter the 
talks. 


Fletcher said the state has offered 


to develop a contract that would give 
the workers a pay raise if state reve- 
nue exceeds a predetermined level. 


"We are willing to let them partici- 


pate in any extra revenue, but we do 
not want the state to have to pay out 
money it does not have," he said. 


Although state bargainers walked 


out of talks Monday, they said they 
are willing to meet with (he union 
again next week. Neither side has set 
a deadline for reading an agreement 
end most observers believe a major 
confrontation may be some time off.

Hits dwindling population 
Dutch elm disease in comeback 
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by BILL HILL 


Already the deadly killer is showing 


its strength. 


The leaves that only last week may 


have been a healthy green are turning 
brown, tell-tale signs that Dutch elm 
disease is back again to battle the 
dwindling elm population in Arlington 
Heights. 


The dread disease may be assisted 


this year by an increase in tree in- 
sects and the unseasonably hot weath- 
er, Village Forester Erwin Pagae said. 


IT IS HOT WEATHER that makes 


trees more susceptible to the deadly 
fungus transmitted by beetles. 


"We had hoped the cold winter 


would knock out a lot of the insects, 
but right now I'm seeing more than 
usual," Page said. "All insects, in- 
cluding beetles, seem to be on the 


build-up this year," he said. 


And victims of Dutch elm disease 


already are surfacing 


"Usually, we don't see the first 


symptoms until around June 1, but we 
already have 20 scheduled for remov- 
al," Page said. 


DUTCH ELM DISEASE has been 


an annual enemy of elms' in the 
United States since 1928 when a load 
of logs with the bark still on and the 
deadly fungus'inside arrived from the 
Netherlands. Its onslaught was heavi- 
est in the 1930s. 


The signs of death usually show on 


one branch at a time, starting at the 
tip and working back toward the 
trunk.1 


"When residents see leaves on their 


elms turning brown they should give 
us a call immediately so we can in- 


spect it right away," Page said. 


It is critical that an infected tree be 


found before 10 per cent of it is dis- 
eased if amputation of 'the infected 
limbs is to stand a chance of saving 
the tree, he said. 


IN ADDITION TO pruning, Page's 


staff this summer will experiment 
with a chemical called Arbortec, a 
liquid injected into the base of a dis- 
eased elm's trunk. 


The effectiveness of Arbortec in 


combating Dutch elm disease still is 
questioned by Page, and though the 
chemical has been approved by the 
Environmental Protection Agency, no 
professional 
foresters are 
recom- 


mending its use, Page said. 


Arbortec was tested last summer in 


Arlington Heights by the Davey Tree 
Expert Co. The results were "in- 


conclusive," Page said, because only 
12 trees were treated with Arbortec. 
Four of them now are scheduled for 
removal and eight have been "held in 
check," he said. 


THE EIGHT ELMS will receive in- 


jections again in June and possibly in 
August, Page said. Each treatment 
will cost about $24, he said 


"The question is whether we're only 


stalling a tree's death. If it's only for 
two or three years, it's just money 
down the drain," Page said 


Until a sure cure is found, Page ex- 


pects Arlington Heights to continue 
losing about 3 per cent, or about 150 
elm trees each year to Dutch elm dis- 
ease. Already, about one-third of the 
village's elm population has been 
felled by the disease, leaving only 
about 4,800. 


Dist. 214 teacher firing plan OKd 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education has approved a plan for 
dismissing tenured teachers in the 
face of declining enrollment. 


Approved by the board Monday, the 


reductlon-ui-force plan is part of a 
package of nonsalary items to be 
added to the 1977-78 teachers' contract 
pending ratification by the Dist. 214 
teachers' union. 


Union members will vote on the 


contract items nest Tuesday when 
they're also scheduled to elect new of- 
ficers. 


"It's a good package that basically 


clarifies and defines a lot of what has 
been policy in the past," Robert De- 


Bolt, union president, said. 


Under the newly approved reduc- 


tion-in-force policy, tenured teachers 
would be dismissed based on seniority 
within their instructional or service 
area if enrollment declines necessi- 
tate fewer teachers. No tenured teach- 
ers will be released, however, until all 
nontenured teachers have been dis- 
missed. 


"A straight seniority system could 


wipe out a whole department, but by 
tying seniority to an 
instructional 


area we can maintain quality pro-

grams," Robert Cudney, assistant su- 
perintendent for personnel services, 
said. 


AT THIS POINT the policy is main- 


ly a precautionary one because the 
district is not yet experiencing dra- 
matic declines m enrollment, he said.

extra two years to participate in the 
district's early retirement program.

U.S., Korea start 
talks on withdrawal 


President Carter's two special envoys arrived in Seoul, South 


Korea, Tuesday to begin consultations with South Korean leaders 
on the planned withdrawal of 33,000 American ground troops from 
South Korea. "President Carter has asked us to reiterate clearly 
and publicly the continuing commitment of the United States to 
ihe security of the Republic of (South) Korea," Undersecretary of 
State Phillip Habib said in a statement on his arrival. Habib and 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff Gen. George S. Brown, will 
begin four days of talks on the troop pullout Wednesday morning, 
when they meet with President Park Chung-nee. 


Brown said he and Habib "have come to undertake full con- 


sultations with the Republic of Korea on the planned withdrawal of 
American ground forces and to report back to the President the 
>icws of the Korean government. As the President has made 
clear, our ground forces withdrawal will be carefully phased and 
carried out in a way which will maintain the military balance and 
preserve security on the Korean Peninsula and in northeast Asia." 


Strike brings France to halt 


A 24-hour general strike in France Tuesday closed factories, 


halted mass transit and reduced electric power, idling France's 
economy from the English Channel to the Mediterranean in a 
massive show of labor unity. Unions claimed between 8 million 
and 10 million of France's 17 million wage earners stayed away 
from work. 


In Paris, an estimated 130,000 strikers marched from the histor- 


ic Bastille square through the capital's streets. The marchers car- 
ried banners and chanted slogans against government-imposed 
wage freezes and unemployment. After the marchers dispersed 
peacefully, police threw tear gas at scattered gangs of youths 
throwing bottles. No injuries were reported.

United Nations Secretary General Kurt Waldheim recommended

Waldheim said in a report to the Council that the presence of UN 
troops in the buffer zone between Israeli and Syrian forces is 
essential for maintaining peace.

E. German overture lo U.S.\ 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - In what the State Dept. described Tues- , 


day as a "major step," East Germany has made a series of hu- 
manitarian and economic proposals that could lead to improved 
relations with the United States. The proposals, said department 
spokesman Hodding Carter III, include an offer to settle all pend- 
ing humanitarian cases involving divided families, as well as in- 
creased trade and cultural contacts. 


"It is a major step in accommodating our desires for improve- 


ment in humanitarian issues," Carter said. Carter's comments 
coincided with a report by officials at the U S. embassy in Berlin 
that the Bast Germans already have allowed 40 persons to emi- 
grate and join relatives in the United States, and have promised 
another 20 they can leave. Carter said the State Department draws 
no conclusions from the East German initiatives. 


Michel hils Carter on firing 
President Carter may have been playing to a "left-wing con- 


stituency" when he dusted an Army general opposed to American 
troop withdrawals from South Korea, a top House Republican lead- 
er charged Tuesday. Rep. Robert Michel of Illinois, in the strong- 
est public criticism of the firing yet from Capitol Hill, said Carter 
overreacted to Maj. Gen. John Singlaub's comments. 


Michel, second-ranking GOP leader in the House, made the re- • 


marks as two Carter emissaries arrived in Seoul to assure Presi- 
dent Park Chung-hee America will not abandon its commitments 
to preserve a balance of power between North and South Korea. 
On Saturday, Carter fired Smglaub as chief of staff of U.S. forces 
in South Korea because the general said publicly he. thinks gradual 
withdrawal of American troops will lead to war. 


House OKs Africa aid bill 
The U.S. House Tuesday narrowly approved a special'assistance 


fund for emerging black African governments and went on to pass 
a $3 2 billion bill authorizing U.S. military aid abroad. The 'bill, 
passed on a 242-163 vote and sent to the Senate, included $l'3 
billion in military aid for Israel and $1.1 billion for Arab countries. 


An effort to permit Turkey to complete purchase of 40 F4 fighter 


aircraft was defeated on a 256-150 vote. Opponents of the measure 
concentrated on a provision creating a Southern Africa Special 
Requirements Fund, authorized at $100 million, which would pro- 
vide security assistance to African nations with governments rep- 
resenting the majority black population. 


Genocide treaty OK urged 
President Carter and the State Dept. asked the Senate Tuesday 


to ratify the 1948 treaty against genocide — an action which has 
been urged by every chief executive starting with Harry Truman. 
In a one-page letter to the Senate, Carter noted that more than 80 
other countries are parties to the treaty, and said: "Ratification 
would be a signicificant enhancement of the human rights com- 
mitments of this nation, demonstrating again to the world in con- 
crete fashion our determination to/advance and protect human 
righto."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In some of 


his harshesff criticism yet of the Car- 
ter administration, former President 
Gerald Ford said Tuesday the Presi- 
dent's proposal to dip into general 
revenues to help pay for Social Secur- 
ity was "dangerous and short-sight- 
ed " 


Addressing a Capitol Hill luncheon 


of business and professional leaders, 
Ford also criticized President Car- 
ter's plan to create a Consumer Pro- 
tection Agency and denounced big 
government deficits and big govern- 
ment in general. 


His remarks on Carter's recent pro- 


posal to use general taxes to help pay 
for Social Security, now financed by 
employer and employe payroll taxes, 
were in harsher terms than he has 
been using toward the new adminis- 


tration. 


"LET ME ADD quite frankly that 


this is one of the most dangerous and 
short-sighted pqlicies I can imagine," 
he said, "and that if this proposal is 
enacted — if we abandon the policy of 
a self-sustaining Social Security Trust 
fund now — the next generation of 
older Americans may not have a So- 
cial Security program to count on for 
their retirement years. 


"Propping up the fund with general 


revenues may bring some short-term 
gams, but these will be far outweight- 
ed by long-term pains — both econo- 
mic and social. 


Ford said he's all for helping the 


consumer "but there is a serious 
question in my mind whether creating 
another government bureaucracy will 
achieve that goal."

Presley and his female fans are grow- 
ing middle-aged together — and the 
ladies are as adoring as ever. 


Presley doesn't move as much as 


he did in the 1950s when he hit star- 
dom as "Elvis the Pelvis." 


But that didn't bother the 13,500 


fans who jammed into the Providence 
Civic Center Monday night. 


Some who paid $10 to $15 for their 


60 minutes of ecstasy complained Pre- 
sley had gotten fat. Olhers said he 
didn't wiggle enough. 


BUT THEY ALL loved him. 
Decked out in a white jumpsuit cov- 


ered with gold brocade and slit to the 
navel, Presley was the target of cam- 
eras, and binoculars — which were 
passed from seat to seat. 


All he had to do was lift his left heel 


or raise two fingers in the air, and the 
women jumped to their feet, scream- 
-ing: "Elvis!" 


"I've screamed more for him in an 


hour than I've screamed in a life- 
time," said Cathy Kanarian, 28, a 
Providence housewife. 


SCREAMING WAS the least of it. 
Fans clawed past one another, 


g r a b b i n g souvenir nylon scarves 
which Presley wiped across his 
sweaty brow, then flung casually into 
the audience. 


Mrs. Kanarian's 29-year-old hus- 


band, Donald, displayed red scratch 
marks on both arms after he fought 
through the crowd to retrieve a scarf 
for his wife's birthday present. 


"One girl crawled over my back," 


he said. 


One member of a traveling Presley 


fan club, Marietta Traficante, 39, 
drove five hours from Woodstock, 
N.Y., to buy concert tickets. She 
camped out in front of the Providence 
Civic Center for 60 hours to be first in 
line. 


"He's sexier now than he was 20 


years ago," said Mrs. Traficante. "He 
gets better every day."

Carter is expected to spend six-to 


eight hours aboard the. 360-foot-Iong 
"fast attack" sub and talk to its 12 
officers and 115 enlisted men. Carter's 
Navy mentor, Adm. Hyman G. Rick- 
over, father of ihe nuclear submarine, 
also will be aboard. 


Rickover and other Navy strategists 


believe the attack submarine will rev- 
olutionize naval warfare — in the 
same way the aircraft'carrier made 
the battleship obsolete — because .of 
its speed, silence and four torpedo 
tubes that eventually will be able to 
fire cruise missiles'.

First Lady Rosalynn Carter sitting as 
honorary chairperson, the President's 
Commission on Mental Health Tues- 
day opened the first of four public 
hearings to review the mental health 
needs of Americans.

Mrs. Carter and 14 other commis- 


sion members heard day-long testi- 
mony from doctors, public officials, 
health commissioners and members 
of the audience, including a former 
mental patient, on the nation's mental 
health problems and suggestions on 
how to solve them. 
, Mrs. Carter has had a lengthy, ac- 
tive interest in mental health prob- 
lems since 1966 when she helped her 
husband in his first campaign for gov- 
ernor of Georgia. 


"SO MANY PEOPLE came up and 


asked me what we were going to do 
about their mentally retarded chil- 
dren or other emotional problems," 
she said at a news conference during 
a luncheon break in the hearing.

John Flood president of the Com- 


bined Counties Police Assn., was 
found guilty Tuesday in Lake County 
Circuit Court of driving while in- 
toxicated. He was acquitted on a 
charge of improper lane usage. 


Circuit Court Judge Robert Smart 


who presided in the bench trial sen- 
tenced Flood to nine months super- 
vision, gave him a $150 fine and or- 
dered him to attend county drunken 
driving school. 


Flood will retain his driver's license 


and after the nine months, the con- 
viction will be erased from his record. 


The charges stem from an incident 


in which a car driven by Flood struck 
anothef vehicle in the parking lot of a 
Mundelein restaurant and then drove 
off. 


SMART SAID he based the verdict 


on tho audio portion of a video tape 
made of Flood In the Mundelein police 
station Oct. 6, 1976f the night Flood 
was arrested. 


"Disregarding the bad language on 


the tape, which could have been a 
sign of intoxication, the defendant was 
certainly uncooperative/! Smart said. 
"I heard many inappropriate com- 
ments, almost to the point of being 
irrational." 


Flood still faces'state charges of 


leaving the scene of an accident and 
refusing to take a breathalyzer test. 


Flood was acquitted on the improp- 


er lane usage charge because of con- 
flicting testimony by several Munde- 
lein police officers and a Lake County 
deputy about details of the arrest and

subsequent events, Smart said. 


FLOOD AND HIS attorney, James 


Simpson had contended during the 
trial that they believed the arrest was 
a frameup and that the police officers 
were lying to get a conviction because 
Flood was the president of a police 
union. .Mundelein officers are not 
members of the union and Simpson 
said he did not know why they would 
try to setup Flood. 


Smart said the defense failed to 


prove the allegation that Flood was 
framed. 


"If I was a policeman trying to 


frame.someone I certainly would not 
try and get him on tape. The TV cam- 
era is a two-edged sword," Smart 
said. 


Smart said he would set a court 


date May 27 for the two remaining 
charges. 


Flood also faces a drunken driving 


charge stemming from an incident in 
Buffalo Grove earlier this month.

Playing with an immortal 
with stakes 10 cents a hole 


H e ' s immortal. Gene Sarazen 


doesn't look it. He's 75, an old man 
with a boyish grin, one who is ad- 
d i c t e d to wearing knickerbocker 
pants. He won golf championships in 
the days when the top 10 split $1,500. 


We shared a golf cart at the Marco 


Island course. Frank Mackle and 
Gene Kroll were in the other cart. 
Kroll's claim to fame is that he is a 
left-handed Ford dealer. Mackle, an 
old friend, invented Marco Island, a 
plush resort on the Gulf of Mexico. 


The immortal was willing to bet a 


dime a hole. His mistake was in 
choosing me as his partner. I had a 
head full of his championships and his 
records. This kind of thinking will not 
improve a backswing. 


SARAZEN IS EASY to know. Unlike 


most champions, he speaks softly of 
his triumphs and mistakes. "The best 
move I ever made," he said, "was not 
in golf. My wife and I had a big farm 
up north. We gave it to our children 
— just gave it away — and moved 
into a condominium on Marco Island. 


"You know what it means. You 


have no further responsibility than 
turning a key in the lock." Perhaps. 
But I own a Chinese house and I like 
the feeling of property under my feet. 


Fifty-five years ago, the critics said 


Sarazen couldn't win a championship 
because he was only five-feet five- 
inches. The best he could do was hit a 
ball 250 yards. He was outhit 30 to 40 
yards by the big fellows. 


HE WON THE National Open in 


1922 at a place called Glencoe, Illi- 
nois. In those days you could win and 
still lose money paying your expenses. 
In 1931, he was crossing on the Ber- 
engaria with Walter Hagen to try for

the British Open, when the flashy man 
said. "Gene, you'll never win this one 
unless you have the right caddy." 


His name was Skip Daniels. He 


ruined a black suit by putting it on. 
The high collar was soiled with yellow 
stains. His head was encased in a 
crushed cap. He was as old as heath- 
er. In the rough, Daniels suggested a 
four wood. Sarazen chose a three. The 
ball limped 20 yards. Gene hit it 
again. 


He drew a seven and blew the tour- 


nament. The following year, he follow- 
ed every suggestion made by the old 
man. "We won," Sarazen said. "I 
gave him my polq coat. He wore it to 
the pub every night as he told the sto- 
ry over and over." 


THE KEY TO Sarazen's character 


is that he never gives up. In the Mas- 
ters Tournament of 1935, he was four 
shots behind Craig Wood on the 15th 
hole of the final round. Sarazen's tee 
shot was in a small hole. He hooded a 
four wood on a 485-yard par five and 
dropped it in the hole for a double 
eagle, he tied Wood and beat him in 
the playoff. 


But tins is history. In 1932 when he 


won the British Open he was 13 under 
par, never the long-ball hitter but al- 
ways the most accurate. He watched 
Frank Mackle hit a boomer into the 


wrong fairway. "Catholic golf," he 
muttered, "a cross here and a cross 
there." 


Sarazen is two or three clubs short- 


er than he used to be. "I try to shoot 
my age," he said. It's a good day if 
he comes in with a 75 or 74. As al- 
ways, he plays fast. In 1947, he 
blamed Ben Hogan and Cary Middle- 
coff for slow play. 


THE JUDGES HEARD it and put 


Sarazen and Gene Fazio on the first 
tee at the earliest time They finished 
18 holes in one hour, 57 minutes. Gene 
had a 70. 


Arthritis hurts his hands. He uses a 


short, flat back stroke 
The ball 


bounces to where he wants it. Kroll 
kept hitting short and straight. ''Dan- 
gerous man," Gene Sarazen said. "He 
chips and putts for the money." 


We were one up coming into the 


18th Mackle and Kroll owed us a 
d i m e . S a r a z e n won't criticize 
Mackle's golf because Frank is presi- 
dent of-Daltona, which owns the green 
paradise. He was unafraid to criticize 
mine. 


"YOU HANDLE A wood as though 


you are a butcher trying to split the 
ball in half," he said. "On your short 
shots, you take a full backswing. Bad 
golf. It's fortunate that you love the 
game." 


Frank Mackle was 170 yards out. 


He hit a five wood. It flew inside out 
and upside down. The old man in the 
plus fours watched it with a frown. 


It hit the flag near the bottom and 


dropped into the hole. Sarazen put on 
his kid gnn. "Holy Mackle!" he mur- 
mured. Then he said, "Don't tell 
Frank I said that." ...

cream." 


That organization, which represents 


many of the nation's dairy farmers, 
piedicted that a new ice cream for- 
mulation just authorized by the Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) could 
lead to the inclusion of the following 
items in ice cream after June 13: 


"CHEMICALLY DERIVED sodium 


caseinate and-or calcium 
caseinate 


combined \vith chemically modified 
whey protein concentrates, less nutri- 
tive starches, cereal solids, low corn 
syrup solids and lactose." 


In fact, the country's favorite cold 


dessert (an average of four gallons 
consumed annually by every man, 
woman and child in the United States) 
is not in much danger of being trans- 
formed into what the dairymen call 
"a chemical concoction." 


As with virtually all other processed 


foods, the FDA for many years has 
maintained a "standard of identity" 
for ice cream, requiring that any 
product carrying that label include at

least 10 per cent milkfat and 10 per 
cent nonfat milk solids. 


But that standard is unenforceable 


because there is no known method of 
isolating and measuring nonfat milk 
solids. So the FDA will require in the 
future that ice cream contain 2.7 per 
cent protein, which can be measured, 
to be provided by any "milk derived 
ingredients." 


THE ICE CREAM makers want to 


use derivatives of casein, a substance 
produced from skim milk through a 
harmless chemical process. A pound 
of casein provides three tunes as 
much protein as nonfat dry milk at 
one-third the cost. 


Casein must be imported, principal- 


ly from Australia and New Zealand, 
because none is produced in this coun- 
try. The milk producers claim that so- 
dium casemate and calcium caseinate 
will be substituted for 4.5 billion 
pounds of their milk with a market 
value of $215 million annually. 


But the Agriculture Department, 


siding with the FDA and the ice 
cream manufacturers, says those esti- 
mates are way out of line, and the 
dairy farmers' lost sales probably will 


be only one-third or one-fourth that 
much. 


The dairymen argue that casein is 


officially classified as a chemical 
when imported into the United States. 
That's true, but nobody claims it's un- 
safe and the Agriculture Department 
says it's "one of the most complete 
proteins known." 


MORE IMPORTANT, the country's 


milk producers — who already are 
the beneficiaries of the most elaborate 
and expensive structure of tax payer- 
financed federal price supports — are 
principally concerned not about con- 
sumer nutrition but rather protecting 
their market. 


Although the dairymen have re- 


sorted to unwarranted scare tactics to 
advance their selfish interests, they 
have raised one important point for 
the romantics among us who believe 
that ice cream is composed ex- 
clusively of whole milk,, rich cream 
and gobs of butter. 


In fact, most commercially pro- 


duced ice cream already is loaded 
with artificial coloring, 
sweetening 


and flavoring agents; extenders, pre- 
servatives, emulsifiers and a host of 
other items which no self-respecting 
cow would recognize. 


And the ice cream industry has 


started to market in the South and 
Southwest a vegetable oil concotion 
called "mellorine." It is, in the 
dry prose of FDA, "a food resembling 
ice cream but containing no milk.'' 
That's what the dairy farmers — and 
the ice cream aficionados — ought to 
be really worried about.

Senate farm plan 
close to passage 


The Senate refused to raise or lower crop price guarantees in a 


five-year farm program Tuesday despite •threats of a presidential 
veto and warnings of budget-busting spending. The Senate stuck to 
Its target price levels (or wheat, corn and other crops — defeating 
two key amendments — and pushed toward 'passage of the mea- 
sure that also would make major changes in the food stamp, pro- 
gram. Despite the "vigorous" backing of the administration, the 
Senate beat an amendment to cut the 1977 target price for wheat 
from $2.90 to $2.65 a bushel by a 50-45 vote. The Senate first 
trounced 68-25 an amendment which would have raised the 1977 
corn target price from $1.70 a bushel to $1.85. 


Meyers eleeled head of AMC 


Gerald C. Meyers Tuesday was elected president and chief oper- 


ating officer of American Motors Corp. Meyers, 49, executive vice 
president of AMC since November 1975, succeeds William V. Lunc- 
burg, who has reached the mandatory retirement age of 65. Lune- 
burg, who has been with the company since 1963, has been presi- 
dent and chief operating officer since January 1967, AMC Chair- 
man Roy D. Chapin Jr. said Meyers and Iain M. Anderson, group 
vice president of finance and government affairs, will report to 
Vice Chairman R. William McNealy. 


Guaranteed income approved 


Presidents of 50 United Steelworkers Assn. locals voted accept- 


ance Tuesday of a sweeping new contract which will give alumi- 
num workers the first guarantee of income and job security of any 
major U.S. labor union. The vote, in Miami Beach, climaxing a 
month of negotiations with five major aluminum manufacturing 
companies, was 47-1 for acceptance, with two recorded as absent. 
"This contract brings to our members the greatest wages and 
benefits package in the 41-year history of our union," said Bruce 
Thrasher of Atlanta, chairman of the USWA's Aluminum Industry 
Conference, 


Drujj ban could hike meal cost 


Consumers could wind up paying as much as 15 cents a pound 


more for meat if the government goes through with its proposed 
ban on the use of certain antibiotics in animal feed, a drug com- 
pany claimed Tuesday. The Food and Drug Administration, how- 
ever, said the allegation was unrealistic and "the economic effect 
will be nowhere near that figure." At issue is the FDA's proposed 
ban on the routine use of tetracyclines and penicillin in animal 
feed where it helps promote growth as well as prevent 'disease. 
The agency claims steady,' low-level use of the antibiotics could 
result in the disease organisms becoming resistant to the medi- 
cines, making them eventually worthless in treating human dis- 
eases. 


Dr. L. M. Skamser of American Cyanamid Co., which makes 


tetracyclines, said the antibiotic resistance theory is unproven. He 
said the FDA itself had calculated that "the American consumer 
will pay as much as $1.0 billion each year for less meat. That 
translates into an increase of 7 cents a pound for beef and 15 cents 
a pound for pork. And that does not take into account any death 
losses resulting from increased diseases among animals on the 
farm." 


Striker jobless pay overruled 


A federal judge Tuesday ruled unconstitutional a section of the 


New York Labor Law that provides for the payment of unemploy- 
ment compensation to strikers after the first eight weeks of a 
walkout. U.S. District Court Judge Richard Owen ruled that this 
provision represents illegal state intervention on the behalf of the 
strikers and "causes an employer to finance his own strikers." 
The section, Owen said, "is in conflict with federal labor law 
policy and Is therefore unconstitutional and void under the'su- 
premacy clause of the United States Constitution." 


Deere earnings up 


Deere & Co., the farm machinery producer, had its first billion 


dollar quarter in the three months ended April 30. Deere earned 
$1.53 a share on sales of $1.012 billion compared with $1.41 a share 
a year ago. The sales gain was 12 per cent. Net income was $92 
million, up from $83.8 million last year. In the first half of its 
fiscal year, Deere earned $132.2 million or $2.20 a share on sales of 
$1,618 billion compared with $12fl.« million,or $2.18 a share a year 
ago. The sales were up ti per cent. The first half gains were made 
in spite of a bad first quarter because of a 39-day strike.

A 
temporary restraining order against distribution of the ballots was 
issued late Monday by Judge Sylvia Bacon of the District of Co- 
lumbia Superior Court, pending a hearing Friday on a complaint 
filed by Patterson. Patterson's suit charged the election tellers 
had ignored a vote by the union's International executive board 
designed to remove from the ballot the name of Tony Testa, a 
runningmate of incumbent President A'rnold Miller.

by the first ot July, we will go ahead 
and apply the next 5 per cent," he 
said.

ordered? 


The owner of the firm that offered 


the mail order sale of inexpensive 
watches ordered only samples of the 
timepieces from his Hong Kong sup- 
plier, a federal jury learned Tuesday. 


Dennis L. Robeits,, the owner of the 


Des Plaine&-based Tcltronics. Ltd., 
never placed an order for watches to 
bo sold to customers, Roberts' supplier 
testified. Instead, Roberts ordered 268 
watch samples, assuring the supplier, 
David Wong, that Wong's share of the 
later profit* garneied from Teltronics 
sales "would be enough to buy 
(Wong) a Mercedes Benz." 


Wong, thiough an interptetor, said 


Roberts' met with him in September in 
Hong Kong where Wong's digital 
watch manufacturing business is lo- 
cated. He said Roberts, identifying 
himself as John Rodine, ordered and 
paid for 266 sample watches but thai 
Roberts never placed an order for 
watches to be sold. 


WONG SAID NO order came de- 


spite Roberts' urgings that Wong and 
his two associates move to bigger fa- 
cilities to accommodate what Roberts 
said would be substantial U S sales of 
their Tettromcs-markoted goods. 


Wong wa;, the government's final 


witness in the trial against Roberts, 
•15, of Lake Foieijt, who is accused of 
SO counts of mail fiaud. 


The jury of eight women and four 


men is expected to take the case to- 
day following the conclusion of testi- 
mony for several defense witnesses. 


Tuesday's proceedings included a 


brief appearance on the witness stand 
by Roberts during a separate hearing 
to determine what portion o£ Wong's 
testimony would be admitted. 


ROBERTS, IN THE absence of the 


jury, testified that he called Wong 
overseas in March while Wong met 
with one of Roberts' attorneys, Allan 
Peters of Arlington Heights. 


Roberts, who already was in custo- 


dy at the time, testified that Wong 
"was concerned about the business 
partnership." 


But under questioning by Assistant 


US. Atty. Bob Stephenson, Roberts 
said he "didn't know what he (Wong) 
was concerned about," although he 
added, "I was supposed to have been 
there (in Hong Kong> in January and 
I wasn't. I thought he was wondering 
why he hadn't heard from me In two 
months'' 


Roberts said he told Wong that Tel- 


tronics had been closed by federal 
and state authorities but assured 
Wong that he would be "back in busi- 
ness" after his legal difficulties were 
"straightened out." 


Roberts faces a maximum penalty 


of five years in prison and a $1,000 
fine on each count if convicted. He is 
being held in lieu of $500,000 at the 
Metropolitan Correction Center in Chi- 
cago. 


Also pending against Roberts are 


proceedings by Illinois Attorney Gen- 
eral William J. Scott, who is seeking a 
refund for customers of Teltronics. 
Government officials say the firm net- 
ted $17 million while failing to deliver 
on orders.

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Nuclear energy supplies 
much of Edison's power 


by LEA TONKIN 


We're heading into the summer air 


conditioning season, a time when con- 
sumers put the squeeze on electric 
utilities to turn out a record amount 
of power. 


For 
northern Illinois residents 


s e r v e d by Chicago-based Com- 
monwealth Edison Co., more than 40 
per cent of this power is supplied by 
nuclear energy. And the utility's re- 
liance on "nukes" — nuclear power 
plants — is increasing at a faster 
pace than the rest of the nation. 


"By the mid-1980's, we expect to be 


about 50 per cent nuclear," said Jerry 
Stanbrough, Edison's coordinator of 
nuclear information. The utility ranks 
as one of the country's leading users 
of nuclear power according to per- 
centage of total production, a source 
of pride for Edison and indignation 
for environmentalists. 


IN CONTRAST, an average of 10 


per cent of all electric power supplied 
throughout the rest of the nation can 
be traced to nuclear energy, said Lar- 
ry Freeh of the Edison Electric In- 
stitute, New York. That figure is ex- 
pected to reach the 25 to 30 per cent 
mark by the mid-1980's, and, possibly, 
SO per cent by th« year 2000, Freeh 
said. 


Heavy consumer demand for elec- 


tric power during the summer prob- 
ably will not 'increase the percentage 
of nuclear energy used by Eddson, 
said Stanbrough. A-few days of weath- 
er in the high 90s will push the peak 
demand — expected sometime during 
July or August — to approximately 
13,990,000 kilowatts of power, how- 
ever. Average daily electric power de- 
mand is 8 to 9 million kilowatts. 


Reliance on nuclear energy as an 


alternative to coal, and a reserve gen- 
erating capacity of 20 per cent, are 
assurances that northern Illinois resi- 
dents will not be hit by a blackout 
such as south Florida recently experi- 
enced, Edison spokesman Bill Harrah 
says. 


Commonwealth Edison also is a 


member of the Mid America Interpool 
Network (MAIN) and other power- 
sharing systems with utilities in 
neighboring states. Harrah said the 
networks are designed to supply pow- 
er on a cooperative basis, lessening 
the impact of potential generating 
problems. 


ELECTRIC POWER blackouts are 


least among the worries of Illinois' 
anti-nuclear citizens, including Kay 
Quigg of the Palatine-based Pollution 
& Environmental Problems (PEP) 
organization. Costly nuclear 
tech- 


nology "stops us from using other al- 


ternatives, such as solar energy. It 
creates a severe capital drain," Mrs.' 
Quigg said. 


Thermal discharges from nuclear 


power plants into Lake Michigan, po- 
tential accidents in the production and 
transportation of nuclear fuel, low-lev- 
el emissions of radioactive pollutants 
'in the air, permanent storage for ra- 
dioactive wastes and the possibility of 
sabotage are problems which should 
be faced by Illinois residents, Mrs., 
Qudgg said. Spent, or used, nuclear 
fuel storage sites include Morris and 
Zton, 111., she said. 


Commonwealth Edison's 
nuclear 


power plants are located at Zion, near 
Waukegan; Morris; and Cordova near 
the Mississippi River. The utility's un- 
der construction "nukes" include a La- 
Salle County station near Seneca; By- 
ron station in Ogle County; and Braid- 
wood in southwest Will County.

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Many hospitals 'obese': Califano 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Health, 


Education and Welfare Dept. Sec. Jo- 
seph Califano Tuesday told an au- 
dience of senators and white-gowned 
medical students that "obese" hospi- 
tal costs would eat up more federal 
funds than national defense within 
five years. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 


who convened his Senate health sub- 
committee in the novel setting of an 
auditorium in Washington's George- 
town University Hospital, joined the 
Carter administration attack on the 
hospital Industry's failure to control 
skyrocketing cost increases, 


Massachusetts Gov. Michael Du- 


kakis urged Congress to "ignore the 
cries of alarm" from opponents of 
President Carter's legislative propos- 
al to control hospital cost inflation. 


CALIFANO, spearheaded the ad- 


ministration campaign for hospitals to 
limit cost increases to 9 per cent a 
year. 


He warned "hospitals that are obese 


. . . instead of having five pieces of 
chocolate cream pie for dessert to try 
to hold it to one." 


Califano said 12 cents of every fed- 


eral dollar goes to health care and 9 
cents of that goes to the hospital in- 
dustry. Hospital costs now are rising 
about 15 per cent a year. 


"If we don't have this legislation, in 


five years we'll be spending far more 
just on the hospital industry than we 
will for defense of the country," the 
secretary said. 


KENNEDY, WHO introduced the 


administration bill in the Senate, de- 
scribed Carter's plan as "not perfect 
but... a starting point." 


While expressing reservations the 


plan might treat some hospitals ineq- 
uitably, Kennedy's major criticism 
was directed at the American Hospi- 
tal Association. 


"Every indicator (of hospital cost 


i n f l a t i o n ) appears to be sky- 
rocketing," Kennedy told witnesses 


for the AHA, -the industry's major 
trade association. 


He said "I am very frank to say I 


am singularly unimpressed with the 
willingness of the association to help 
us come to grips with it." 


The AHA offered alternatives to 


Carter's plan, but Kennedy criticized 
the lack of estimates of cost savings. 


AHA Vice President Dr. Leo Berhig 


replied "I can't ballpark it. It would 
be inappropriate to give an estimate 
off the top of my head." 


Kennedy also criticized the exten- 


sive availability in hospitals of open 
heart surgery, citing an estimate that 
two-thirds of those units were used 
fewer than 200 times a year.

Coal use laws must be strict: EPA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The head 


of the Environmental Protection 
Agency said Tuesday air pollution 
should not get worse under President 
Carter's plan to force industry and 
utilities to burn coal as long as Con- 
gress approves stiffer clean air stan- 
dards. 


EPA administrator Douglas Costle 


said that although conversion from oil 
and natural gas to coal would in- 
crease chemicals and particles put 
into the air, changes in the Clean Air 
_Act and energy conservation mea- 
'sures "would result in compensating 
decreases in emissions over the same 
base period." 


In his environmental message to 


Congress Monday, Carter specified 
"strict controls on coal burning plants 
to ensure that they meet air quality 
standards." 


COSTLE TOLD A Senate Environ- 


ment subcommittee even without 
m a n d a t e d 
conversion, utilities 


planned to double their use of coal by 
1985. 


"If the plan's energy conservation 


measures and the Clean Air Act 
changes are 
enacted, nationwide 


emission levels will not be much dif- 
ferent in 1985 than they would have 
been in 1985 without the adoption of 
the President's energy plan," he said. 


An additional 200 million tons of 


coal a year used by industry .would 
increase sulfur dioxide, particulates 
and nitrogen oxide, but Costle said 
those increases would be balanced de- 
creases in emissions from utilities. 


"The net result is that the total of 


industrial and utility emissions are 
expected to be about the same under 
the President's plan in 1985 as they 
would be without the plan," he said, 
although he said nitrogen oxide emis- 
sions would be 25 per cent above 1975 
levels. 


COSTLE ESTIMATED additional 
environmental controls would add $5 
billion to the cost of new coal fired 
power plants by 1985, which he said 
"will result in average rate increases 
of about 1 per cent nationally." 


Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., said Amer- 


icans had to preserve public health in 
their effort to solve energy problems. 


"The proposed coal conversion pro- 


gram makes the need for stringent ni- 
trogen oxide control from auto emis- 
sions a matter of urgency," he said. 
"If we proceed with the coal con- 
version prigram, we must do so with 
stronger efforts to control pollution 
from cars."

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Indians fear 
leftover land 
is their fate 


WASHINGTON (UPD - After gas 


companies divide up Canadian lands 
lot a pipeline route, Indians may be 
left only with "the land no one else 
wanted," a Canadian Indian leader 
told a federal commission Tuesday. 


"The historical pattern of Indians 


being shunted aside to make way for 
white developments will occur once 
again, we fear," said Daniel Johnson, 
chairman of the Council for Yukon In- 
dians. 


"We will get what our southern In- 


dian brothers got — the land no one 
else wanted." 


JOHNSON TESTIFIED before the 


President's Council on Environmental 
Quality, which is evaluating three pro- 
posed routes for bringing Alaskan gas 
to the lower 48 states. 


On tap as witnesses were spokes- 


men for the three firms proposing the 
routes: Alcan, Artie Gas Co, and El 
Paso Alaska Co. 


Council member Gus Speth has in- 


dicated the panel Is "interested in the 
delay option" — indicating it is 
analyzing testimony by several wit- 
nesses that there may not be enough 
gas in Alaska to make a pipeline eco- 
nomically feasible. 


Johnson told the council his tribe 


needs up to 10 years to develop and 
establish claims to Canadian land. He 
also said past influxes of white men 
into his native territory brought dis- 
ease which reduced the Indian popu- 
lation. 


JOHNSON RAISED the possibility 


of violence if the pipelines are built 
without Indian approval. 


"Isn't it unfortunate," he said, 


"that you have to threaten violence in 
order to be taken seriously and you 
cannot say what's on your mind, 
what's in your heart?" 


A n o t h e r 
Canadian, Georges 


Erasmus, told the council his abori- 
ginal group, called the "Dene," is "in- 
volved in a war — a cold war — be- 
cause we know that the development 
will destroy us." 


Erasmus esplaind that Indians still 


are recovering from the effects of the 
gold rush and the Alaska highway. 
And said no pipeline should be built 
because he believes there is only a 
six-month supply of natural gas in 
Alaska. 


The testimony was the first in oppo- 


sition to the proposed Alcan route 
which would run parallel to the 
A l a s k a highway. Environmental 
groups found that plan the least ob- 
jectionable of the three. 


The council will make its recom- 


mendations to President Carter, who 
has until Sept. 1 to make his own deci- 
sion. Congress then will have 60 dys to 
accept or reject Carter's plan.

Others criticized the FDA's refusal 


to approve Laetrile which is manufac- 
tured from apricot pits and promoted 
as a cancer-cure and preventative by 
some people.

tern on which lawmakers and regu- 
lating agencies will be able to act. 


Ocasionally, as in the controversy 


over FDA's proposed saccharin ban, 
there is a consumer backlash to re- 
search findings. Industry officials say 
it points up a need to change the 
black-white way in which chemicals 
are either permitted or banned from 
the market. 


Saccharin "is the best issue that 


we'll ever have to take the FDA to 
task on," William Miller, vice presi- 
dent of Royal Crown Cola Co. was 
quoted as saying recently. 


"If we don't do it now, we never 


will. There are 1,800 flavors we use in 
foods and the FDA will try to attack 
each and every one ... Industry can- 
not live with an FDA that cannot ac- 
cept science and creates a science of 
their own." 


CHEMICALS SELECTED for test- 


Ing at the National Cancer Institute 
are chosen not to attack industry, but 
because, for one or more reasons, sci- 
entists suspect they may be harmful, 
a spokesman said. 


Scientists look at a chemical's sim- 


ilarity to other known or suspected 
carcinogens, the breadth of human ex- 
posure and quantity of the chemical 
in the human environment to deter- 
mine whether it should be tested, the 
spokesman said. 


"We feel our object is to sort of 


tread a path between being alarmist 


and withholding information that the 
public has a right to know," she said. 


And the public's reaction can be 


fickle. 


"When the Consumer Products 


S a f e t y Commission banned Tris 
people screamed, Why didn't some- 
body stop this before? How could this 
have come on the market?," the 
spokesman said. 


"But when FDA proposed the sac- 


charin ban, people said, 'Go away and 
leave us alone,' " says Kennedy. 


The experts say the scientific test- 


ing, headline -news stories, proposed 
and actual bans are bound to contin- 
ue. 


THE NATIONAL CANCER Institute 


expects to eventually test 50 new 
chemicals a year for carcinogenic 
properties. 


But some officials are expressing 


concern about where all the research 
and studay is leading. 


Barbara Franklin, one of five com- 


missioners on the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, recently sent a 
letter to President Carter urging his 
"strongest consideration of efforts to 
establish a federal policy on identi- 
fying and regulating potential carcino- 
gens." 


"At present there are several 


agencies, including this commission, 
whose jurisdictions can reasonably be 
interpreted to include cancer causing 
chemicals," she said.

nation that has some 25 per cent of . 
the noncommunist worfd's oil re- 
serves, said prior to the meeting Car- 
ter has given the tense Mideast situ- 
ation a shade of optimism by endors- 
ing the idea of a homeland for the 
Palestinians. 


But White House Press Secretary 


Jody Powell said Carter still does not 
agree with Fahd, that members of the

Liberation 
Organization 


lould be included in a Geneva peace 
onference later this year. 
THE WHITE HOUSE said in a writ- 
sti statement Carter and Fahd dis- 
ussed "the immediate problem 
of 


alestinian representation in the ne- 
otiations and the question of a Pales- 
nian homeland in the final settle- 
lent." 
Asked if there was agreement on 
e question of Palestinian represen- 
ation, Powell said no. 


"It should be obvious, that the pol- 


cies of the two countries are not lo- 
ally consistent," he said. 


The United States has said it will 


make no official contact with the PLO

alestinians — until the group recog- 
izes Israel's right to exist as a 
diddle East state.

Low standards fail college: official 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Calling for an 


end to "the flight from excellence" in 
the nation's colleges and high schools, 
the president o£ Boston University 
said Tuesday universities should not 
lower standards to assist minority 
groups and women. 


John Silber also said high schools 


that can't graduate students able to 
pass 12th grade competency tests 
should be shut down, saving taxpayer 
money. 


Silber's call for an end to "the flight 


from excellence" came in an article 
in the June issue of Harper's maga- 
zine, out Tuesday. He expanded the 
points in an interview. 


LOWERING STANDARDS for wom- 


en and minorities shows faculty ex- 
pects less of certain groups. And 
these groups will perform accord- 
ingly, said Silber. 


"Lowered expectations are a threat 


to all our students since their ability 
to develop is very largely dependent 
upon goals we establish for them," he 
said. 


"Calls for the maintenance o£ stan- 


dards often are denounced as racist 
and sexist but only a sexist or racist 
could believe that women or members 
of minorities are in fact inferior to 
white men and not able to compete 
with them on an equal basis." 


Silber, formerly on the faculty at 


Yale University and the University of 
Texas, said the decline in excellence 
is proved by decreases in Scholastic 
Achievement Test scores, grade in- 
flation on college campuses and the 
"relaxed indifference" of professors 
to the buying and selling of term pa- 
pers. 


• HE ALSO SCORED the tendency in 


some areas to teach "ghetto English" 
and criticized a pronouncement by the 
National Council of Teachers of Eng- 
lish that students who grow up speak- 
ing dialectical variants of English 
should not be required to learn stan- 
dard English. 


"Nothing could be farther from rac- 


ism or elitism than requiring students 
from the ghetto to learn standard 
English," Silber said. 


Community colleges as Silber sees 


it, have an economic incentive to sup- 
port the flight from excellence. 


They get so much per student, he 


said. By keeping those students long 
enough to get an associate degree, the 
schools keep money coming in. 


Silber said that doesn't mean the 


associate degree from community col- 
leges can be compared with a "good1' 
degree. 


As a degree it's a little like falsies 


worn by a flat-chested woman, said 
Silber. 


It raises self-esteem but it is not the 


real thing. 


16 guerrillas killed in raid

B U E N O S A I R E S , Argentina 


(UPI)—Security forces raided a meet- 
Ing of leftist guerrila leaders Tuesday, 
killing 16 guerrillas. Assassins earlier 
killed three policemen, touching off 
the country's worst round of political 
violence in months.

Removal begins 
on toxic agent 
used in Vietnam 


GULFPORT, 
Miss. 
(UPD-Air 


Force officials, 
saying they 
had 


checked and rechecked safety mea- 
sures, Tuesday began moving thou- 
sands of gallons of a toxic, banned 
herbicide stored since the Vietnam 
War in this Gulf Coast city. 


The chemical, known as Agent Or- 


ange, was being transported by rail 
from the storage area at a Navy 
Seabee base to a waiting ship, where 
it will be taken to the Pacific Ocean 
and burned. 


More than 120 military and civilian 


personnel were taking part in the 
transfer of the herbicide, used to defo- 
liate jungles in Vietnam. 


THE CHEMICAL was banned in 


. 1971 when the Vietnamese said an ab- 
normally high number of babies with 
birth defects were born in the areas 
sprayed with the herbicide. 


"My primary objective is to effect 


the movement of the herbicide in an 
environmentally safe manner," Col. 
Stanley 
Morrow, operations 
chief, 


said at a news conference. "Each sys- 
tem has been double and triple 
checked to ensure the smooth com- 
pletion of the. operation." 


Following the morning news confer- 


ence, Air Force personnel 
began 


pumping the chemical from 15,000 
barrels in which it was stored into 
waiting railroad tank cars. 


Air Force officials said the first 


trainload of the herbicide would be 
ready to go to the ship, the Dutch- 
owned Vulcanus, at 4 a.m. Thursday. 


The removal of the 850,000 gallons 


of Agent Orange is expected to take 15 
to 17 days. 


Tight security measures, including 


• monitoring of the air and water in the 
area, were to be taken and officials 
said the rail line, which passes 
through a section of downtown Gulf- 
port, would be closely guarded.

dence indicates that a meeting was 
being held in which various bands of 
subversive Marxist criminals were 
participating," the army said. 


It was the heaviest loss for guer- 


rillas since 29 leftists were killed in 
five separate actions Dec. 31.

The Doberman Pinscher continued 


its rise in popularity during 1976 by 
showing the largest increase in Amer- 
ican Kennel Club registration figures 
for the third straight year. The breed 
registered 73,615 dogs for the year, 
18,279 more than in 1975. 


Lately some dog columnists have 


been coming up with such words as 
"astonishing" and "surprisingly" in 
describing this rise, not knowing, or 
at least, giving a few reasons why it 
may have taken place. 


I think that you have to go back at 


least 30 years to trace what has hap- 
pened. Prior to, during and after 
World War II the Doberman was asso- 
ciated as being a very aggressive dog 
and came out of the war years as a 
breed closely related with the mili- 
tary. It received a lot of unfavorable 
p u b l i c i t y and its aggressiveness 
caused some problems. 


It was perhaps at this point in time 


where the long time Doberman breed- 
decs stepped into the picture and, rea- 
lizing the problems, started to slow 
down their breeding programs, re- 
viewing for temperament, etc., and 
sort of marking time. I think all cred- 
it should be given to them.

He was aiming at the rank and file, 
whose points would determine the Big 
Ten track and field championship Sat- 
urday at Indiana University. 


ENOUGH OF THEM found the key 


to pile up a stunning 116 points. They 
outstripped runnerup Indiana by 19 
points. 


Junior Tim Smith, who a year ago 


in Champaign became so confused 
that he slept through the starting time 
of his race, "stole" the 800-meter run 
with a 53-second first 400 while others 
were saving up for the stretch run. 
With Charlie White adding a fourth, 
Illinois scored 14 points there. 


S o p h o m o r e Rudy Reavis, dis- 


couraged by a knee injury which has 
prevented him from high jumping, 
was seen hobbling along in sweat 
pants . . . and moments later un- 
leashed a triple jump of 51-8, a full 
3>/z feet longer than his season best. 
With Ehizuelen winning and Reavis 
and Alvin Ferryman finishing third 
and fourth, the Illini scored 20 points 
there. 


But those who seek the "pivotal mo- 


ment" will point to the pole vault. 
This is customarily the slowest mov- 
ing activity, with false-starting con- 
testants stalling and engaging in a 
wide range of mental gymnastics. It 
has often challenged the darkness. 


WITH PAST experience serving as 


a reminder, Big Ten officials started 
them vaulting before noon. By 1 p.m., 
in a surprising show of ineptitude, 
most of the field had eliminated itself. 
By 1:45, when the first race was 
ready to start, Illinoisans looked up in 
disbelief to see just two individuals 
over the bar at 16 feet. There was 
Laz, as expected, and next to him a 
teammate in orange. Dan Romein. 


While fans were asking, "Who is 


Romein?" it sank in that Illinois had 
18 big points before a single Saturday 
gun had been fired. Not a bad way to 
kick off a title quest, which was1 to be 
the third triumph in six Big Ten tries 
(indoors and outdoors) for Wieneke. 


Even though Laz went on to set a 


meet record of 16-8, confirming his 
position as a contender for NCAA hon- 
ors in Champaign, talk centered 
around runnerup Romein. 


Dan wasn't even listed In the pro- 


gram. A fifth-year senior from Culver 
Military Academy, he is taking ad- 
vantage of his red-shirt year after sit- 
ting out one semester as a sophomore 
and another last spring. He is three 
inches shorter than the 6-2 Laz but a 
solid 170 pounds. Set back repeatedly 
by a pulled hamstring muscle, he had 
only recently come around. 


"About three or four weeks ago I 


got myself together and the bulb lit 
up. I felt it coming in practice, and I 
knew from my jumps, that I had 16 
feet," he said. 


"I talked to Doug and I began to

analyze it a bit more than I pre- 
viously had. I felt stronger. I didn't 
have the discipline to work on the 
weights in previous years but I spent 
more time on pullups, pullovers and 
using the lateral muscles.

"I felt I had the ability. I went 13-10 


in high school. Then I got the ham- 
string problem my first year at Illi- 
nois.

he cleared 17-4. 


"Jim Stokes (Michigan) was hurt," 


said Laz, "but I think it was the pres- 
sure that got to Bob Crites (Indiana). 
Fans expect an awful lot from their 
own athletes, especially when the 
team is in the thick of the title chase. 
I'm sure he heard about it all week. 


"I enjoyed the challenge of trying to 


repeat. The weather has been good all 
week and this helped." 


Wind is particularly hurtful to ath- 


letes extending themselves 16 feet in 
the air on a slender pole. Memorial 
Stadium in Champaign is a notorious 
wind tunnel every spring and fall. Af- 
ter the NCAA championships, Laz in- 
tends to move to California to begin a 
long-range buildup toward the 1980 
Olympics. He was fifth in the U.S. 
Olympic Trials last year.

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Ryan delivers a 'maturing' fastball 


Sports fans, as a class, are incur- 


able romanticists. While they render 
proper admiration for the obvious 
achievement, they get positively ec- 
static over the esoteric. In other 
words, they pay lip service to the 
achievers, but it's the "could-have 
beens" who occupy the warm spot in 
their hearts. It's the fish-that-got- 
away syndrome. 


Talk to old-time horsemen about Ci- 


tation and they'll listen and then say 
Impatiently, "Yeah, but you should 
have seen Coaltown on his good days. 
If lie don't have bad luck, Citation is 
second." 


Talk about Jack 
Nicklaus and 


they'll tell you of some hotshot on the 
lam from the law who could beat 
Nicklaus with a rake, a hoe and a 
saw, outdrive him on the best hole he 
ever saw, and one-putt in the dark 
over two breaks. 


In boxing they like to tell you how 


Bob Satterfield was the hardest hitter 
who ever lived, never mind those 
humpties who beat him in the title 
fights. Or Harry Wills, the flghter- 
that-Dempsey-ducked. Shoeless 
Joe 


Jackson was really better than Cobb. 
Satchel Paige was good, but did you 
ever hear of Jackson Taylor? Bogart 
was all right but Spencer Tracy was 
really an "actor's actor."

I HAVE TO feel that, when hot 


stove conversations turn on baseball 
stars of the 70s a few decades from 
now the old-timers will gloss right 
over the obvious achievers of the 
pitching mound like Tom Seaver, Bob 
Gibson, Don Sutton, Catfish Hunter or 
Jim Palmer as soon as someone says, 
"Yeah, but you should have seen No- 
lan Ryan ..." 


By all rights, by now, Nolan Ryan 


should be halfway in the Hall of 
Fame. The first time anybody saw the 
kid out of Alvin, Tex. throw a fastball, 
he said, "Well, there go Walter John- 
son's records!" Nolan didn't really 
throw the ball. He just lit it and let 
go. You really couldn't umpire it, you 
must blipped it. 


In any other business, raw material, 


even high grade ore, is refined and re- 
refined. Even a lioness licks her cubs 
and teaches them to hunt. Baseball 
just kind of throws its raw talent in 


the corner and waits for it to hatch 
itself. 


There are enough shining pieces of 


pure platinum sticking out of the 
Ryan record so that the biggest mys- 
tery of sports is, Why isn't Nolan 
Ryan Walter Johnson? Or Cy Young? 


NO ONE HAS pitched more no-hit- 


ters than Nolan Ryan. Not Walter 
Johnson, Cy Young, Sandjr Koufax or 
Bob Feller. No one else has struck out 
383 batters in a single year. No one 
else had pitched over 300 strikeouts a 
year for as many years (four). In the 
American League, only five other 
pitchers have EVER had 300 strikeout 
seasons And they are the Who's Who 
of the game — Johnson, Feller, Rube 
Waddell, Sam McDowell and Mickey 
Lolhch. (In the National League, only 
two pitchers, Koufax and Steve Carl- 
ton have ever thrown over 300 strike- 
outs a year.) 


Thirty-five tames, Nolan Ryan has 


thrown a three-hitter or less. In 1973, 
he threw two no-hit and two one-hit 
games. So why is his record just a 
little over .500? Why isn't he winning 
30 games a season? Why isn't he mak- 
ing the world forget Walter Johnson 
(who won 416 games)? It can't be a 
simple matter of support. Walter 
Johnson lost (count 'em) 26 1-0 games 


in his career. He hardly ever lost any 
other kind. 


I put the question to Nolan Ryan the 


other night at Anaheim Stadium. It 
was not a new approach to Nolan. 
People have been wondering for 10 
years why a guy who can throw a ball 
through a battleship can't throw it by 
Denny Doyle. Why can't the guy who 
can throw four no-hitters, four one-hit- 
ters, 10 two-hitters win with a lineup 
that can permit him to throw eight- 
hitters? The 1977 Angels, while not the 
1927 Yankees, are averaging six runs 
and 11 homers a game. 


NOLAN RYAN thinks this is the 


year he can break out of being an "in- 
side" hero in the industry "There's 
no secret to my problem," he admits 
"It's been wildness. And 90 per cent 
of my wildness has been on fast- 
balls " 


But Ryan thinks his fastball is "ma- 


turing." "It used to be when I was 
wild, I was completely wild. I mean, 
the ball went anyplace. 


"Now, even when I get wild, I'm 


missing the strike zone by less and 
less." 


The other way, the umpires could 


call a "ball" almost as soon as the 
ball left his hand. Now, they even 
have to hesitate. Ryan used to throw 
the least-arguable ball-fours in the 


history of the game. Now, it's almost 
close enough to call either way. And 
it's well known umpires give legends 
the benefits of the doubt. But not guys 
with ball four reputations 


"One big result is," Ryan goes 


on, "the wild streaks don't last as 
anymore." They used to last from 
their onset clear to the shower — 
where they used to say Nolan had to 
turn on three of them before getting 
one in the strike zone "Now, I'm 
able to pitch my way out of troubl 


without soaring completely out of the 
game " 


Of course, if Nolan Ryan settles 


down and becomes a pitcher for the 
ages instead of just the insiders, he'll 
ruin the greatest trivia question of 
all- "Who was faster than Walter 
Johnson, had a better curve than 
Sandy Koufax, was stronger than Bob 
Feller — and never won 150 games7" 
The question is, does he want to be a 
connoisseur's item, or just a common 
garden-variety immortal?

Ironside delivers for Kent state

KENT, 0. - The 1977 Kent State 


baseball team is on the verge of a 
record-breaking season this spring. 
And a major contributor to the suc- 
cess is the overall play of centerfiel- 
der Jeff Ironside. 


The Conant High School product 


currently leads the Flashes in two of- 
fensive categories and is second in 
two others. His .353 batting average 
ranks in the top 20 in the Mid-Ameri- 
can Conference and his 11 RBI's rank 
second on the team. Yet, these offen- 
sive contributions come on the heels 
of two major changes in Ironside's ca- 
reer. 


The first big change came after the 


1976 season, which was another losing 
season for KSU and error-plagued 
campaign for Ironside. KSU Coach 
Art Welch asked Ironside to switch 
from third base to centerfield, a posi- 
tion better suited for Ironside's speed 
and throwing arm. The results have 
paid off as the 5-9, 170-pound junior 


has committed just one error in over 
40 chances. 


SPEAKING OF the change, Iron- 


side, otherwise known as "The Rook' 
(short for rookie) says, "I have re- 
laxed a lot and there is no fielding 
percentage to orry about. It helps to 
have Dave Peet (KSU's all-time RBI 
leader and four-year starter) in right- 
field and Steve Romey and Cal Baker 
(This foursome haft committed just 
four errors in 105 tries) in left. The 
mam thing is that the three of us talk 
out there — like where to throw to the 
cutoff man, where to play the hitters 
I can play shallower because they 
have the speed to back me up. They 
can also gun the ball " 


The second big change came when 


Ironside was elevated from the ninth 
spot in the lineup to second to take 
advantage of his pre-season career 
batting average of .291. 


"I am a better fast ball hitter and 


batting ninth the past couple of years 
makes the pitcher think you're a stri- 
keout," he said. "Moving into the sec- 


ond spot gets me more at bats. I have 
waited more and I haven't gone for 
bad pitches." 


Flashes sixth-year coach Welch 


adds, "I am encouraged from Jeff's 
hitting over the last three years. He 
strengthened the ball club by utilizing 
his speed and throwing arm in the 
outfield and he adjusted very well. 
Jeff is a perfect example of a more 
relaxed and poised ballplayer now 
and he is a great guy and fun to be 
around." 


KENT STATE has not had a win- 


ning season since 1968, but with four 
more wins the current 15-10 squad can 
set a school record for most wins in a 
season. On this year's team, Ironside 
says, "There's no pressure, we have a 
loose buncL of guys The confidence is 
there and we feel we can compete 
with anyone in the MAC." 


Ironside has yet to miss a KSU 


game in two and one-half years, or 97 
consecutive games

Andy sends the [encyclopaedia Brilaii- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Bryan McKay, 8, of Mcrrill- 
ville, I nil., fur his question: 


WHAT AUK THE QUAIL'S NEST- 


ING HABITS? 
.Among the best known quail in North 


America is the bobwhite of the East and 
South. Also familiar is the plumed 
California quail. Both are popular sport- 
ing birds. 


Quail are monogamous — that is, they 


mate with just one bird and tend to stay 
together as a family for a long period 
of time. 


All quail build their nests on the 


ground, usually hidden under vegeta- 
tion. The lady in the family does most 
of the work in building the nest, and she 
also does most of the incubating on the 
12 to 15 eggs she lays. The man in the 
family does assist a little bit, however, 
and he often takes charge of the young. 


The incubation period varies among 


the species of quail from between 21 
and 25 days. 


In the warmer parts, some multi- 


brooded species raise as many as three 
broods in a year. A single brood is the 
norm, however, in the Northern birds. 


Young quail can run strongly after 


hatching and very soon are out catching 
food for themselves. Their wing quills 
grow so rapidly that they can usually 
fly short distances at the age of one 
week. 


Quail usually stay as a family group 


and, as the young mature, families 
mingle together in groups called coveys. 
Often more than 100 birds form a covey, 
and they stay together throughout the 
fall and into the winter. 


The bobwhite roosts in coveys at night 


in a tight circle, the birds huddled to- 
gether on the ground with their tails in- 
ward and their heads out. Western quail 
roost at night in bushes or low trees in- 
stead of on the ground. 


The Japanese have successfully do1 


mesticated one type of quail and now 
raise them in large numbers as egg 
producers. Hen birds are kept individ- 
ually in small cages not much larger 
than the bird itself. An individual bird 
so confined will lay up to 200 eggs per 
year. Dainty little quail eggs, spotted 
with dark red-brown, are often more 
plentiful in markets in Tokyo than the 
eggs of chickens. 


Both the bobwhite and California quail 


were introduced into New Zealand be- 
fore the turn of the century. The Cali- 
fornia quail prospered and have be- 
come so plentiful in some regions that 
they are hunted for the market and 
even exported frozen to England. Even 
though large numbers of the bobwhite 
quail were introduced, they never pros- 
pered. Only a few remain in isolated 
spots.

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Women lived in constant fear 
their husbands might kill them 


Rose speaks very quietly. Hei' voice 


Is so soft it is impossible to catch ev- 
ery word. A bad case of laryngitis, 
you assume. Only Rose will never re- 
cover. Her larynx was crushed In a 
serious automobile accident last sum- 
mer. 


She doesn't remember much about 


the night she fled her suburban home 
and was intentionally run off the road 
— only what other people have pieced 
together for her. Rose is certain, how- 
ever, she was afraid for her life the 
night she woke up her four children 
and ordered them to get in the car. 


Driving west on Route 58 in Hoff- 


man Estates, she felt her car was 
bumped from behind — again and 
again. She accelerated, maybe as fasl 
as SO m.p.h. Then she lost control and 
consciousness. The ditch, the hill, fi- 
nally the telephone pole that brought 
her car to an explosive stop; she 
doesn't remember at all. 


Her injuries included a collapsed 


lung, extensive nerve damage and a 
severe concussion in addition to throat 
lacerations. 


A small woman, in her 30s, Rose 


weighed only 72 pounds when she was 
released after two-and-one-half weeks 
in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital. Doctors were 
surprised she had survived. 


THE MAN CHASING Rose was 


driving a pickup equipped with a 
snow plow. He was arrested for reck- 
less driving. 


Rose knew him well. He was her 


husband. 


But because Rose never signed a 


complaint, all charges were sub- 
sequently dropped. 


"Rose was admitted to the hospital 


in critical condition. So were her chil- 
dren.'' said the arresting officer at 
the scene, Capt. Ronald Sperandeo of 
Hoffman Estates. (One of her sons 
suffered two broken legs and an arm. 
He was in traction for nine weeks An- 
other required facial surgery.)

couldn't sign a complaint the night of 
the accident. If she had died, her hus- 
band would have been charged with 
murder," continued Capt. Sperandeo.

cover ''she couldn't remember any- 
thing. I did not view the crime. I saw 
the damage on the car and took state- 
ments from people who witnessed the 
chase. We had probable cause. But 
w i t h o u t first-hand knowledge we 
didn't have a case," he said. 


Rose returned home to her husband. 


It was a second marriage for both, 
and they hadn't been married very 
long. 


But she was used to split lips and 


black eyes. On Christmas Day the 
year before, while her children were 
with their natural lather, she received 
her first beating. 


He came at her without warning af- 


ter having laid on the couch all day, 
withdrawn and seemingly depressed. 


When his 'brother arrived at the 


door and she yelled out to him for 
help, her husband answered, "Don't 
pay any attention to her. 
She's 


drunk." 


Rose is now divorced. She left her 


husband soon after the accident be- 
cause the fear of that night lingered. 


"MY BIG CONCERN was suicide. I 


thought I'd rather die than go on liv- 
ing the way I was. My personality 
changed. I was becoming very hateful 
to my own children. No man is worth 
losing your children over." 


With access to her husband's busi- 


ness account, she took $1,000 in bits 
and pieces, enough to pay the deposit 
on 
an 
apartment 
and 
see 
her 


through the first month. She was in- 
eligible for public aid until after she 
left her husband. And she was still too 
ill to work. 


Though drinking did not always pre- 


cipitate the beatings, it often was a 
factor. 


This, is common prelude, according 


to Dr. Jacob L. Moskovic, psychiatrist 
at Northwest Community Hospital. 


"ALCOHOL RELEASES inhibitions. 


It also offers an excuse. If a man is 
drunk when he beats his wife, he can 
say he didn't know what he was 
doing. It's more socially acceptable. 
But usually the marriage has conflicts 
anyhow," he said. 


Yet seldom do wiie beaters seek out 


therapy, added Dr. Moskovic, "not 
unless a wife threatens to leave him 
or press charges." 


This wasn't the case for Marilyn, 
"He beat me whenever he felt like 


it. And he was never sorry. He 
thought I deserved the beatings " 


Marilyn is 36. She was married at 


19 after knowing her husband for five 
years. They were engaged for two of 
those years while he was in the ser- 
vice. 


"THE MARRIAGE was over in 


three weeks. It ended 16 years later," 
she said bitterly. Marilyn suffered the 
worst beatings after the divorce pa- 
pers were served. 


In and out of the hospital dozens of 


times for treatment of mild con- 
cussions and broken ribs, she once 
was admitted for 1] days after she 
tried to fight back and her husband 


stabbed her ui the chest with a kitch- 
en knife. Mother of tour, she lost one 
baby when a beating caused her to 
miscarry. Another time he purposely 
burned her with hot grease. 


Beatings most often occurred on the 


weekends and erupted over simple 
matters. 


"We had agreed not to buy another 


car — we already had two — because 
we were saving to redo the kitchen," 
recounts Marilyn. "Then he bought a 
car for $500 that had to be towed 
home " 


Marilyn disapproved. "I was sup- 


posed to do the dishes and keep my 
mouth shut. He was always right." 


THIS TIME HE pinned her against 


the wail and while kneeling on her 
back, he beat her with a crucifix. 


Once she took the children and ran 


away to a motel overnight. But she 
ran out ol money. Her mother advised 
her to go home where she belonged. 
The church suggested counseling. 


Often the police were called. In one 


instance her husband paid each child 
a dollar to tell them, "Mommy is 
drunk. She tried to beat up Daddy " 


"They laughed at me," she said, ad- 


ding that she received little coopera- 
tion from police or lawyers. The first 
two lawyers she contacted to start di- 
vorce proceedings did not believe her. 
"They told me not to expect equality 
in the courts " 


But the police often find their hands 


tied, according to Capt. Sperandeo, 
who accompanied one woman on a 
stretcher to the hospital after a sev- 
ere beating by her husband. 


HE URGED HER to sign a com- 


plaint. "But she said she wouldn't 
while her kids were still young. Her 
husband was her only means of sup- 
port '' 


The police cannot sign complaints 


unless they see a fight in progress, 
according to Capt. Sperandeo. "And 
those instances are very rare." 


The women who do want to sign 


complaints are usually the ones who 
have aggravated their husbands into 
pushing them. They are not really 
hurt. They just want grounds for a 


divorce, continued Capt Sperandeo. 


"The ones who should sign a com- 


plaint are too scared^ usually. And 
those are the ones we really want to 
help but can't." 


"IF WE SEE PEACE isn't going to 


be insured, we'll try to get one or the 
other to sign a complaint," said an- 
other suburban policeman who asked 
not to be identified. 


Though most domestic disturbances 


slop short of physical violence, in- 
stances of wife beating are increasing 
as the suburbs grow, he said 


However, though wife beating is a 


criminal offense, it is not considered 
of a "criminal nature." Judges don't 
like to fill up their courts with what 
are usually considered domestic dis- 
turbances, he admitted. 


Marilyn's husband denied all the 


beatings. Marilyn, however, recorded 
the badge numbers of police who had 
been called out to the home. This 
helped her to obtain a divorce. 


SHE IS LIVING in an apartment 


with her daughter while her three old- 
er sons remain under the custody of 
their father in the home She is pur- 
suing her own career in real estate. In 
four years she will have possession of 
the house. But she's not sure she will 
ever move back there. Too many bad 
memories. 


Marilyn would still be locked into 


weekly beatings if she had not nu.de a 
concerted effort to join school and 
community organizations. It renewed 
her self confidence. She had been 
used to hiding, covering the welts and 
bruises with long-sleeved blouses and 
pants so no one would guess. 


Would she ever consider remar- 


riage? 


"I DON'T THINK so. I can't see 


myself owing anybody that 
much 


again. I gave him everything and it 
wasn't enough. I used my children as 
an excuse for staying with him. But 
now I'm going to start doing things 
for me. I loused up the first 30 years 
of my life. I figure I have 30 years 
left. I couldn't do any worse than I 
already have."

No one dares to complain 


When children beat their parents

In one respect, 69-year-old Esther 


Doe could be considered a fortunate 
woman. Though widowed, she does 
not have to spend her senior years 
alone. She lives with one of three sons 
and his family, and she tells author- 
ities she is thankful she isn't buried m 
a nursing home or in an oldster's flat. 


But according to city officers, Mrs. 


Doe (a pseudonym), pays dearly for 
her bit of home The son resents the 
mother and beats her regularly and 
unmercifully. Sometimes he lu'ts her 
with his fists, other times he uses 
household objects to do the job. Mrs. 
Doe, frail and helpless, lives in terror 
of her child's attacks. 


APPARENTLY, the woman does 


not suffer this kind of astonishing ter- 
ror and violence alone. Baltimore ofli- 
cials report they often investigate 
cases where older people have been 
battered by "sons, daughters, hus- 
bands, even nephews and friends of 
the family." Authorities in other cities 
agree the phenomenon is a national 
one. 


No one knows the extent of the mat- 


ter. Police departments say it is a 
"hidden crime," so rarely reported 
that some officers say they can only 
"suppose that it goes on." Few doubt 
it does go on, however. The reasoning 
is that if parents can beat children, 
why not the reverse? 


The English even have a name for 


it: granny bashing. 


J A N I C E RICHMOND of Balti- 


more's Protective Services agency 
says the bashing is, in the overall, 
probably infrequent. But what there is 
of it is heartbreaking. 


In the case of Esther Doe, she has 


thanked city officials for their concern 
but refuses to leave her son's home. 
As she says it, "I have nowhere to 
go." 


Elsewhere, authorities say it's the 


same story: 


In Washington, a 72-year-old retired 


custodian is banished from his chil- 
dren's apartment most nights from 6 
to midnight. If he doesn't go, he's 
punished. Social workers 
say he 


spends the time walking streets or 
reading newspapers 
in 
the 
bus 


depot. Why does he accept this humil- 
iation? "It ain't right to raise a fuss," 
lie says. 


IN A SUBURB of Chicago, a 75- 


year-old woman has asked her min- 
ister why God doesn't "punish my 
son for hitting me with his belt." She 
says that whenever the son has prob- 
lems, he takes them out on her. The 
minister has explained that the courts 
stand ready to punish her son. but she 
says she couldn't bear to see him im- 
prisoned 


Authorities are struck by the reluc- 


tance of the bashing victims to com- 
plain about the atrocities or to flee the 
hostilities. One reason may be that 
some do not even realize they are 
being 
abused. 
Philadelphia 
social 


worker Victorina Perralla says vio- 
lence is so common in society, some 
seniors think it's part of the normal 
order. 


Beyond this, says Janice Richmond, 


many of the victims live, in fear of the 
unknown A brutal son is a known 
quantity, and parents may prefer that 
to the uncertainties of abrupt change. 


Janet Jamar, New York City's Of- 


fice of Aging, says its like the "Nurs- 
ing Home Syndrome — no one dares 
to complain for fear things will get 
even worse." 


Dr Miller does not define granny 


bashing narrowly. He says there are 
more and worse ways for children to 
bash their parents than with fists. 
"We abuse by destroying their roles," 
he says. "We abuse by rejecting 
them, we abuse by suggesting they've 
lived too long, that our lives are pre- 


cious but their lives are not." 


There was a time, Dr. Miller says, 


when the moral code prevented chil- 
dren from abandoning or violating 
their parents. 


BUT NOW, HE SAYS, "suddenly we 


don't believe this any more. Today 
the 'help' is up to Medicaid and Medi- 
care. We pass a few laws and after 
all the centuries we no longer have 
any responsibility." 


It may be that this newly sanction- 


ed lack of responsibility is contrib- 
uting to granny bashing. Some chil- 
dren who have live-in parents look 
around and see that most others do 
not. thus resentment may grow and 
self-pity may take hold. If no healthy 
release is available, there is always 
the back of the hand. 


Sociologists say there are other and 


morej obvious reasons why children 
abuse their parents. In the case of 
Baltimore's Esther Doe it may be be- 
cause she once abused her children. 
When Baltimore authorities told two 


of her sons that her third son was 
beating Mrs. Doe. the two replied that 
it was her "just reward1' for being a 
"lousy mother." 


S 0 M E TI M E S the assault ex- 


planations 
are not so 
superficial. 


George Maddox, director of Duke Uni- 
versity's Center for the Study of Ag- 
ing, admits that older,parents can be 
a genuine burden on their children: 
"For instance when they are bed- 
ridden for months and even years, it 
can be a stemble strain for even 
strong families.'1 


In England, as in some other na- 


tions, this strain may often be eased. 
British children who care for their 
parents are entitled by law to place 
the oldsters on periodic "respite 
care." The state assumes the care at 
regular intervals, and this provides a 
holiday for the children and also for 
the parents. 


No such planning exists in America. 


Here, say social critics, the care of 22

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The doctor says 


Low hematocrit may 


indicate an anemia 


Can you tell me anything about hematocrit hemoglobin? They 


didn't tell me much In the hospital and I would like to know more. 


Those are two different terms. The hematocrit Is really an ex- 


pression of what percentage of your blood is from blood cells and 
how much is fluid. The tube of blood is placed in a centrifuge 
and the cells are spun to the bottom of the tube. By measuring the 
column of blood cells and the total volume in the tube the per cent 
of cells can be stated. 


If a person's hematocrit is 46 per cent that means 46 per cent of 


the volume of the blood is made up of blood cells. If a person loses 
blood as froma hemorrhage, the fluid will be replaced inside the 
blood vessels but the blood cells take longer to be manufactured. 
As a result the hematrocrit will fall. A low hematocrit means a 
decreased amount of blood cells and you may see this in an 
anemia. 


The hemoglobin refers to the amount of hemoglobin in your 


blood. Each red blood cell contains hemoglobin in order to trans- 
port oxygen and carbon dioxide. Hemoglobin is a complex protein 
containing iron. If you don't have enough iron in your system, your 
hemoglobin will fall. So having enough red blood cells isn't 
enough. The cells must also contain adequate amounts of hemoglo- 
bin.

Our grandson just recovered from an illness called erysipelas. 


He lives In another state and his mother said he was quite ill and 
In the hospital. Also that a recurrence of the disease was common. 
HP belongs to the swimming team in his high school. Did he get 
this disease from swimming? If not, what shoidd he avoid so he 
will not get sick again? 


Erysipelas is not a very common disease. It is caused by 


streptococcal bacteria invading the skin. The same bacteria may 
be found in the mouth arid throat area before the erysipelas oc- 
curs. The type of streptococcal infection is usually different from 
the type involved in "strep throat." 


The streptococcal organisms invade a break in the skin. That is 


why it may follow an injury or has been known to follow surgery. 
The skin becomes red and swollen from the inflammation. The 
inflamed area is raised so that the edges of the area of in- 
volvement are raised and clearly separated from the uninvolved 
area of skin. 


Because it is an infection the patient is commonly ill with a 


fever — which may be 104 to 105 degrees F, It is treated with 
antibiotics, commonly penicillin. 


A person has to have both the streptococcal organisms on the 


skin and an Injury to develop erysipelas. Unless your grandson 
injures himself during swimming it is not likely to be the reason 
for his illness. The lesions are usually on the face although they 
can occur any place on the body. The disease more commonly 
strikes young children or infants and middle-aged persons rather 
than high school age of your grandson.

self desperate for something different. Flipping through my file, I 
ran across your short rib recipe and decided to experiment. 
Bought some well-marbled short ribs and browned them under the 
broiler; then poured off all the fat. Put the meat in a heavy 
casserole in a 200-degree oven along with a medium, sliced onion 
which I let brown with the meat the last five minutes. Added a bay 
leaf, a sprinkling of garlic powder, pepper, ginger and paprika, 
and a half-cup of water. Let this cook for six hours. Cut up three 
potatoes in medium-size chunks and put them on one side the last 
hour, with the onions on top of them. I did baste the dish several 
times. There was plenty of gravy and the meat and potatoes were 
delicious. And, mind you, not so much as one single grain of salt!

Care labels may mislead 


by MICHAEL J. CONLON 


The label inside your sweater or 


slacks says it's washable, does that 
many you can't have it dry cleaned? 
Or if it says "do not dry clean," is it 
telling the truth? 


Some segments of the dry cleaning 


industry claim the answers to those 
questions are so confusing that con- 
sumers may be ruining up to $6 mil- 
lion worth of garments every year 
through improper cleaning methods. 


The Federal Trade Commission is 


in the midst of hearings designed to 
improve the regulations which require 
care labels in most garments. William 
Seitz, executive director of the Neigh- 
borhood Cleaners Association, which 
represents 3,000 cleaners in the North- 
east, says the current set-up is "very 
misleading." 


His group is urging the FTC to re- 


quire both washing and dry cleaning 
advice on labels. As it now stands, he 
says, labels giving washing instruc- 
tion do not have to include the fact 
that the item also can be dry cleaned. 
The FTC, he contends, has been leav- 
ing it up to the consumer to assume 
that was the case. 


AS AN EXAMPLE of another prob- 


lem, Seitz produced a 100 per cent 
acrylic sweater with a label saying 
"do not dry clean." Yet, he said, it 
has been dry cleaned five times and is 
perfectly good. He also contends there 
are some fabrics that can be neither 
washed nor dry-cleaned, and they 
should have to be so labeled. 


On the other side of the coin, some 


groups have complained that care la- 
bels Baying "dry clean only" are too 
restrictive. Seitz' group says some 
manufacturers do not adequately test 
the washability of garments and take 


the easy way out by advising dry 
cleaning only. 


In any case, a bigger problem ds 


that there is almost no enforcement of 
the rule. The neighborhood cleaners 
group has urged the FTC to require 
serious fines and penalties for manu- 
facturers who put out inadequate la- 
bels.

Halsted Street. 


He feels comfortable in those ethnic surroundings 


that have dominated the city of big shoulders for so 
long. Hill, one of the longest running broadcast news- 
men in Chicago, feels very close to the city and the 
people in it. 


He has come a long way from the coal mining 


town of Gillespie, 111., where he was raised, to be- 
come the political reporter and editor for WLS-TV. 
Channel 7. Hill recalls that even in his childhood 
days, when his dad used to go to work ;)00 feet below 
the ground's sm-face, he dreamed of becoming a 
journalist. 


IT WAS AFTER HE received a degree from the 


University of Missouri school of journalism, worked 
as a news director and sports reporter for radio stu- 
tions in St. Charles and Hammond and served as 
special events director for WBBM radio and tele- 
vision that he went to work for WLS in the hubbub of 
the transition between radio and television, 


"I was working in radio at the time and I used to 


go to these press conferences and interviews with 
my tape recorder. Well, that was when television 
was new and no one ever thought of putting a news- 
man in front of the camera with a microphone." he 
said. "The cameramen from the television stations 
did all the filming and the holding of mikes and the 
asking of questions. When they saw me with my tape 
recorder going, they started asking me to hold their 
microphones tor them." 


When Hill started cropping up in the news films 


for all of Chicago's television stations, holding half a 
dozen microphones and asking questions, the idea of 
on-camera television news reporters was dawning on 
the industry, he said. 


Consequently, Hill was reassigned to news cov- 


erage on the television side of operations. 


"Those were the days when I would go over to the 


police station and stick my nose in the police chief's 
office or go over to city hall and drop into the may- 
or's office for a quick interview. A whole camera 
crew would come in with me. It was a very friendly 
and casual relationship that the press and big offi- 
cials had back then." Hill said. 


POLITICIANS DID business differently back then 


and so did the news reporters. 


"There came a time when a big-name Republican 


In the city slipped a $100 bill in my hand because he 
was willing to pay me for an interview. I flatly re- 
fused and was appalled at the fact that there were 
reporters who willingly took the money to do the 
stories they should have been doing anyway as part 
of their job." Hill said. 


The steady rapport maintained with police officials 


was important back then, when crime and police 
news was always the main concern. They were sen- 
sational stories about child murders, the crime 
syndicate and corruption. 


"The famous police stories of radio slopped into 


television in those early days when government af- 
fairs didn't matter the way they do today," Hill said. 
"Why, we didn't even bother to cover the state legis- 
lature or city council back then." 


IT WASN'T UNTIL the cold war and Kennedy era 


that people and the news profession sat up and took 
a sudden interest in government affairs in Chicago, 
the nation and the world. 


In the more than 25 years Hill has spent dabbling 


in police and politics in his home state, he still vivid- 


ly recalls one of the most shocking stories he's ever 
covered. 


"It was the Our Lady of the Angels School fire. I 


was sitting in the newsroom at about 2 p.m. when 
the fire was first mentioned as a minor 2-11' alarm. 
Another reporter and I decided to go out to the 
school and heard on the police radio while we were 
driving over there that it had developed into a 5-lt 
alarm with five specials," Hill said. 


"We were among the first on the scene and were 


able to interrupt regular radio programming with 
reports on the casualties, deaths and eyewitness ac- 
counts that we called in from a telephone booth. 
That night, I put together a 15 minute report that 
was used here in Chicago and also used by the net- 
work," he said. 


"It was such a horrifying scene at the school, 


I'll just never forget it," he said. 


TODAY, TELEVISION and radio reporters are 


better informed and more diverse in their coverage, 
Hill said, "but the news reports aren't necessarily 
better than they were 15 years ago." 


"Reports have always been as good as the news 


itself and in this town the star of the news show has 
always been Richard J. Daley. People didn't tune in 
to see a particular anchor or reporter. They tuned in 
to hear the news and to hear what the mayor of 
Chicago did that day," he said. 


The essence of television news shows is still the 


news, and stations are now too often obsessed with 
format and frills, Hill said. 


"It's always been a team effort of reporters, cam- 


eramen, technicians and anchormen that got the 
news on the air. The news is the guts of the show, 
but the stations have become too engrossed in recent 
years in the star quality of their news shows," Hill 
said, 


After years of shaking the hands of presidents and 


rubbing shoulders with big-name politicians, Hill 
says he is still not overwhelmed with the "bigness" 
of people. "Although sometimes I sit down and think 
about the kind of work I'm doing and the kind of 
people I've met and wonder why I got so lucky," he 
said. 


"I just happen to love this business of journalism 


and there's not a morning when I don't get up ex- 
cited about what I'm going to do that day," Hill said.

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (OPI) — 


South Molucean guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter. 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school," Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress. 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Molucean" was being flown to 
the scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the -release of the children today." 
The -mediator is Theodoor Kuhuwael, 
63-year-old former teacher who nego- 
tiated a similar train hijack 17 
months ago. 


COMBAT-READY troops backed by 


armored cars kept guard over the 
train from behind canal dikes and in 
clumps of trees. 


In a bizarre twist Tuesday, nervous 


gunmen fired several bursts of sub- 
machine gun fire after spotting a 
woman later described by authorities 
as "insane" lying in a bicycle shed 
near the school. The shots broke an 
eerie morning silence throughout the 
town and jolted red-eyed parents 
standing vigil in a nearby library. 


There were no reports of injuries, 


but the children who had been singing 
birthday songs to keep up their spirits 
— could be heard crying. 


Parents, near exhaustion from lack 


of sleep, begged police not to attack 
the school and two policemen clad 
only in undershorts took the uniden- 
tified woman away unharmed.

'let your son lead a normal life. Don't 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what he wants to do,' " she 
said. "We depend on saccharin to let 
our boy lead a normal life." 


.FDA SAYS IT HAS no choice in 


banning saccharin because a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats. 


Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't live long enough to get can- 
cer," she said. "Unlike the vague, un- 
proven 
likelihood 
of cancer, 
the 


chance that a diabetic will die of kid- 
ney failure is one out of two." 


FDA HAS SUGGESTED that sac- 


charin tablets be available as an over- 
the-counter drug for diabetics and oth- 
ers who need to use it for specific 
health reasons. But Mrs. Linberg said 
that for her son and other juvenile 
diabetics a "saccharine pill in a glass 
of water is no choice at all." 


Bob Bowen said he weighed 270 


pounds before he started using sac- 
charin-products to control his weight. 
."I'm just one of the fat people," said 
Bowen who now weighs 164 pounds. 


"Controlling obesity is probably the 


most difficult thing I've ever done in 
my whole life," he said.

more than 2-to-l margin a $1,575 mil- 
lion bond issue to enlarge the main 
library and a branch library in unin- 
corporated Maine Township. 


The final talley was: 506-224. 
Martin Hodes, library board presi- 


dent, said he is disappointed with the 
outcome, but said it is the "will of the 
voters."

"THIS IS WHAT the people want. 


They don't want to expand," he said. 


Hodes predicted there will be an 


overcrowding problem in the two li- 
braries. 


If the referendum had 


$725,000 of the revenue from the sale 
of general-obligation bonds would 
have been used to enlarge, by 50 per 
cent, the main library, 6960 Oakton 
St., Niles. 


Another $550,000 was earmarked for 


purchase of the Shoppers Walk Shop- 


ipng Center, Milwaukee Avenue and 
Ballard Road, where a small branch 
library is located. 


THE BRANCH SERVES unincorpo- 


rated Maine Township, east of Des 
Plaines. 


The library board planned to ex-

pand the branch library into the re- 
mainder of the shopping center at the 
end of five years, when current store 
leases expire. With the failure of the 
referendum, the branch will have to 
remain in its current quarters, oc- 
cupying about 25 per cent of the shop- 
ping center.

have included expansion of the book- 
mobile service to outlying neighbor- 
hoods. 


Three years ago the Niles Public Li- ' 


brary District annexed much of the 
unincorporated area of Maine Town* 
ship and established the branch to 
serve about 30,000 residents. 


Use of the branch has increased 


steadily since that time, library offi- 
cials said. 


"In the next couple of years there 


will be an overcrowding problem," 
Hodes said shortly after the votei 
were counted Tuesday.

said Tuesday. 


Mrs. Larson, head of the board's fi-

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school," Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Moluccan" was being flown to 
the scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the release of the children today." 
The mediator is Theodoor Kuhuwael, 
63-year-old former teacher who nego- 
tiated a similar train hijack 17 
months ago.

Bach test takes a minimum of 
three years and costs $150,000 to 
$200,000 to complete, an institute 
spokesman said. 


THE NATIONAL Cancer Institute 


has completed tests on only seven 
chemicals to date. Three of them, Ke- 
pone, chloroform and trichloroethy- 
lene (TCE) were linked to cancer in 
animals, the other four tests were in- 
conclusive, the spokesman said.

ban on saccharin, the only approved 
artificial sweetener in the United 
States, goes into effect, Mrs Linberg 
says she hopes to have a year's sup- 
ply of soft drinks stored at home 


"I'm fortunate because I can afford 


to do it," Mrs. Linberg, president of 
the Northwest chapter of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Assn , said ''Others who are 
not so lucky may only be able to af- 
ford a couple weeks' supply." 


MRS. LINBERG came to North- 


western University's campus in Chi- 
cago Tuesday to tell her story to 
Gardner and other agency officials 
who-spent, the afternoon listening to 
consumer complaints and c'omments.

Wheeling Village Pres. William Hein 
with conflict of interest in his role as 
liquor commissioner Is expected from 
the Wheeling Ethics Commission ear- 
ly next month. 


Ira Bird, chairman of the commis-

pending ratification by the Dist. 214 
teachers' union. 


Union members will vote on the 


contract items next Tuesday when 
they're also scheduled to elect new of- 
ficers. 


"It's a good package that basically 


clarifies and defines a lot of what has 
been policy in the past," Robert De- 
Bolt, union president, said. 


Under the newly approved reduc- 


tion-in-force policy, tenured teachers 
would be dismissed based on seniority 
within their instructional or service 
area if enrollment declines necessi- 
tate fewer teachers. No tenured teach- 
ers will be released, however, until all 
nontenured teachers have been dis- 
missed. 


"A straight seniority system could 


wipe out a whole department, but by 
tying seniority to an instructional 
area we can maintain quality pro- 
grams," Robert Cudney, assistant su- 
perintendent for personnel services, 
said. 


AT THIS POINT the policy is main- 


ly a precautionary one because the 
district is not yet experiencing dra- 
matic declines in enrollment, he said. 


Other items in the nonsalary teach-

ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter.

be named acquisition agent for the property was delivered to MSD 
officials Tuesday.

Plan revived 
for preserve 
land parcel 


Plans for a 330-acre forest preserve 


west of Buffalo Grove have been re- 
vived by the Lake County Forest Pre- 
serve District.

ture land acquisitions. The parcel is 
adjacent to a 130-acre parcel the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District plans to 
acquire at Checker and Arlington 
Heights roads.

THE COMMISSIONERS said they 


are interested in working with the 
MSD to help acquire the 130 acres. 
Under a 1975 agreement, the commis- 
sion would condemn the 130 acres, the 
MSD would purchase the property and 
the forest preserve would hold title to 
the land. 


Negotiations on the acquisition of 


the land hit a snag recently when the 
MSD and forest preserve officials 
could not agree on how much land 
should be included in the acquisition. 
The Buffalo Grove Park District had 
been approached about condemning 
the land for the MSD. 


F o r e s t preserve commissioners 


Glenn Miller and Donald Strenger, 
however, said they believe recent ne- 
gotiations with MSD officials were 
promising. 


Normally, placing the 200-acre par- 


cel on the list of land to be acquired 
would include starting the district's 
lawyers and appraisers to work nego- 
tiating for a purchase, said Bell, the 
forest preserve president.

would be dismissed based on seniority 
within their instructional or service 
area if enrollment declines necessi- 
tate fewerleachers. No tenured teach- 
ers will be released, however, until all 
nontenured teachers have been dis- 
missed. 


"A straight seniority system could 


wipe out a whole department, but by 
tying seniority to an instructional 


area we can maintain quality pro- 
grams,'' Robert Cudney, assistant su- 
perintendent for personnel services, 
said. 


AT THIS POINT the policy is main- 


ly a precautionary one because the 
district is not yet experiencing dra- 
matic declines in enrollment, he said. 


Other items in the nonsalary teach- 


er package include giving teachers an 


extra two years to participate in the 
district's early retirement program. 
To be eligible teachers must have 
completed at least 10 years of full- 
time employment in the district and 
be between the ages of 55 and 62. The • 
top limit for eligibility has been age 
60. 


The contract package also provides 


that teachers not use their two per- 


sonal leave days per year working for 
pay outside the district. Stipends tea- 
chers receive, while on personal leave 
are to be surrendered to the district 
unless the teacher chooses to keep the 
stipend and lose a day's pay from the 
district instead. 


Cudney said this policy is the same 


one the district uses with regard to 
jury duty.

federal revenue-sharing funds by making repair work on the Ridge 
Avenue lift station a top priority item. The project is expected to 
cost about $145,000, of which $90,000 will come from federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds.

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take tKern, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school," Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress. 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Moluccan" was being flown to 
the scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the release of the children today." 
The mediator is Theodoor Kuhuwael, 
63-year-old former teacher who nego- 
tiated a similar train hijack 17 
months ago. 


COMBAT-READY troops backed by 


armored cars kept guard over the 
train from behind canal dikes and in 
clumps of trees.

ing cancer. 


Asoestos fireplace logs, saccharin, 


maraschino cherries and bacon. Red 
Dye Numbers 2, 4 and 40, vinyl chlo- 
rides, Tris, insectticide, Kepone, TCE, 
aerosol sprays and more ... 


Scientific research into the causes 


and prevention of cancer has focused 
thousands of hours and millions ol 
dollars on the problem. 


GOVERNMENT AGENCIES such 


as the Food and Drug Administration, 
the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Occupational 
Healtn and Safety Administration are 
devoted to protecting the public from 
cancer and other health hazaras. 


And Americans are left to wonder 


whether it's safe to eat, drink, smoke 
or wear anything anymore. 


The answer is still "Yes," say the 


experts, who also admit the barrage 
of scientific findings is not easy to un- 
derstand. 


Sidney Wolfe, head of Ralph Na- 


der's Health Research Group, says'he 
believes "there will be some more 
carcinogens discovered 
as we go 


along1, but the rate of new ones will 
diminish. 


At the National Cancer Institute, re- 


searchers are testing nearly, 300 
chemicals to, determine whether they 
are capable of causing cancer in ani- 
mals Each test takes a minimum of 
three years and costs $150,000 to 
$200,000 to complete, an institute 
spokesman said. 


THE NATIONAL Cancer Institute 


has completed tests on only seven 
chemicals to date. Three of them, Ke- 
pone, chloroform and trichloroethy- 
lene (TCE) were linked to cancer in 
animals, the other four tests were In- 
conclusive, the spokesman said. 


Donald Kennedy, new FDA commis- 


sioner, says he thinks the scientific 
research eventually will show a pat-

ner, deputy commissioner of the U S 
Food and Drug Administration 


By the time the FDA's proposed 


ban on saccharin, the only approved 
artificial sweetener in the United 
States, goes into Effect, Mrs. Linberg 
says she hopes to have a year's sup- 
ply of soft drinks stored at home. 


"I'm fortunate because I can afford 


to do it," Mrs. Linber'g, president of 
the Northwest chapter of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Assn., said. "Others who are 
not so lucky may only be able to af- 
ford a couple weeks' supply " 


MRS., LINBERG came to North- 


western University's campus in Chi- 
cago Tuesday to tell her story to 
Gardner and other agency officials 
who spent the afternoon listening to 
consumer complaints and comments 


More than 100 people turned out, 


most of them interested in the pro- 
posed saccharin ban, scheduled to go 
into effect this slimmer, or Laetrile, 
the controversial cancer treatment 
the FDA has refused to legalize be- 
cause it says the substance has not 
been proved effective against cancer. 


Mrs. Linberg said the saccharin ban 


will deprive diabetic children like her 
son of the chance, to lead a normal 


life, to date and enjoy parties with 
their friends 


"Psychiatrists and doctors all say 


'let your son lead a normal life. Don't 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what he wants to do,' " she 
said "We depend on saccharin to let 
our boy lead a normal life " 


FDA SAYS IT HAS no choice in 


banning saccharin because a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats 


Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't Jive long enough to get can- 
cer," she said. "Unlike the vague, un- 
proven likelihood of cancer, 
the 


chance that a diabetic will die of kid- 
ney failure is one out of two." 


FDA HAS SUGGESTED that sac- 


charin tablets be available as an over- 
the-counter drug .for diabetics and oth- 
ers who need to use it f6r specific 
health reasons. But Mrs. Linberg said 
that for her son and other juvenile 
diabetics a "saccharine pill in a glass 
of water is no choice at all." 


Bob Bowen said he weighed 270 


pounds before he started using sac- 
charin products to control his weight. 
"I'm just one of the fat people," said 
Bo\ren who now weighs 164 pounds. 


"Controlling obesity is probably the 


most difficult thing I've ever done in 
my whole life," he said. 


GARDNER SAID that saccharin

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugte 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter. 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school." Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress. 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Moluccan" was being flown to 
the scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the release of the children today."

By the time the FDA's proposed 


ban on saccharin, the only approved 
artificial sweetener in the United 
States, goes- into effect, Mrs. Linberg 
says she hopes to have a year's sup- 
ply of soft drinks stored at home.' 


"I'm fortunate because I can afford 


to do it.f Mrs. Lhj'berg, president of 
the Northwest'chapter of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Assn., said. "Others who are 
not'so lucky* may only be able to af- 
ford a couple,weeks' supply." 


MRS. LINBERG came to North- 


western University's 'campus in Chi- 
cago Tuesday , to tell her story to 
Gardner ami other agency officials 
who spent >the afternoon listening to 
consumer complaints and comments. 


More than 100 people turned out, 


most of them interested in the pro- 
posed saccharin ban, scheduled to go 
into effect this,summer, or Laetrile, 
the controversial cancer treatment 
the FDA has refused; to legalize be-' 
cause it says the substance has not 
been proved effective against cancer. 


Mrs. Linberg said the saccharin ban 


will deprive diabetic children like her 
stai of the chance to lead a normal 


life, to date and enjoy parties with 
their friends. 


"Psychiatrists and doctors all say 


'let your son lead a normal life. Don't 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what lie wants to do,' " she 
said. "We depend on saccharin to let 
our boy lead a normal life." 


FDA SAYS IT HAS no choice in 


banning saccharin because' a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats. 


Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't live long enough to get can- 
cer," she said. "Unlike the vague, un- 
proven 'likeljhood 
of cancer, 
the 


chance that a diabetic will die of kid- 
ney failure is one out of two." 


FDA HAS SUGGESTED that sac- 


charin tablets be available as an over- 
the-counter drug for diabetics and oth- 
ers who need to use it for specific 
health reasons. But Mi's. Linberg ;said 
that for her son and other juvenile 
diabetics a "saccharine pill in a glass 
of water is no choice at all,"

Bob Bowen 'said he weighed 270 


pounds before he started using sac- 
charin products to control his weight. 
"I'm just one of the fat people," said

An ordinance limiting the amount o£ 


overtime pay for all Rolling Meadows 
firefighters was rescinded Tuesday 
night by the city council. 


The ordinance was dropped at the 


request of the firefighters, who last 
month protested the policy by not an- 
swering backup calls. 


The council's action Tuesday reins- 


tates an earlier city policy of paying 
men two hours overtime pay for an- 
swering a call for station backup even 
if they work only a few minutes. 


THE 
FIREFIGHTERS' two-day 


protest ended when City Mgr. Thomas 
Palmer agreed to meet/with the men 
and draw up a new policy. 


After meeting with the firefighters, 


Palmer drew up an overtime policy 
that would pay full-time firefighters 
double time for the first hour of over- 
time work. But Mayor Roland J. Mey- 
er and several aldermen objected to 
the ordinance because other city em- 
ployes are paid two hours guaranteed 
pay at time and a half. 


"I don't think it's fair to the other 


e m p 1 o y e s ,'' Meyer said. "We 
shouldn't isolate one department from 
the others; that's what got us in this 
situation in the first place. 


UNDER THE LAW passed in April 


and rescinded Tuesday the men re- 
ceived two hours pay for answering a 
call, but lost the pay if they were un- 
available for a second call within two 
hours. 


The men said it was unfair because 


if they did not hear the second call or 
could not respond to it, they would not 
get paid for the call they did answer. 


Firefighter

The board at the same time voted 
to. waive the permit requirements for 
the upcoming American Legion Me- 
morial Day parade and the Jaycee's 
July 4 parade. 


Guss said the measure was drafted 


in response to a recent request by the 
Teamsters Union for information re- 
garding the village's parade rules. 
The union is seeking recognition on 
behalf of police and public works em- 
ployes. 


"This is in reaction to the Team- 


sters and I think it would be appro- 
priate to pass the ordinance now and 
review it later in committee if it 
should be amended," Guss said. 


Teamster officials have said they

ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren — if the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter. 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed.

"I'm fortunate because I can afford 


to do it." Mrs. Linberg, president of 
the Northwest chapter of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Assn., said. ''Others who are 
not so lucky may only be able to af- 
ford a couple weeks' supply." 


MRS. LINBERG came to North- 


western University's campus in CM- 
cago Tuesday to tell her story 
lo 


Gardner and other agency officials 
who spent the afternoon listening to 
consumer complaints and comments. 


More than 100 people turned out, 


most of them interested in the pro- 
posed saccharin ban, scheduled to go 
into effect this summer, or Laetrile, 
the controversial cancer treatment 
the' FDA has refused to legalize be- 
cause it says the substance' has not 
been proved effective against cancer. 


Mrs. Linberg said the saccharin ban 


will deprive diabetic children like her 
son of the chance to lead a normal 


life, to date and enjoy parties with 
their friends.

"Psychiatrists and doctors all say 


'let your'son lead a normal life. Don t 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what he' wants to do.' " she 
said.

FDA SAYS. IT HAS no choice in 


banning saccharin because a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
'Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats. 


Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't live long enough to get can- 
cer," she said. "Unlike the vague, un- 
proven 
likelihood 
of cancer, 
the 


chance that a diabetic will die of kid- 
ney failure is one out of two." 


FDA HAS SUGGESTED that sac- 


charin tablets be available as an over- 
the-counter drug for diabetics and oth- 
ers who need to use it for specific 
health reasons. But Mrs. Linberg said 
that for her son and other juvenile 
diabetics a "saccharine pill in a glass 
of water is no choice at aU." 


Bob Bowen said he weighed 270 


pounds before he started using sac- 
charin products to control his weight. 
"I'm just one of the fat people," said 
Bowen who now weighs 164 pounds. 


"Controlling obesity is probably the 


• most difficult thing I've ever done in 


my whole life," he said.

Library use of U.S. aid criticized 


An attempt to use Palatine Town- 


ship federal revenue-sharing funds to 
make up a deficit in the 1977-78 Pala- 
tine Library District's book budget 
drew a cool reaction this week from 
the township board. 


Library Board Pres. Dorothea Gil- 


pin and Andrea Balcken, adminis- 
trative librarian, asked the township 
board to transfer $27,000 in revenue- 
sharing funds to the library district 
for the purchase of books. 


Mrs. Gilpin said the money was 


needed in part to make up a $12,290 
reduction in the book budget caused 
this month when the board agreed to 
borrow from the book fund in order to 
increase salaries for library employ- 
es. 


TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR Howard 


Olsen said board policy is to allocate 
revenue-sharing funds only to organi- 
zations that serve the entire township. 
The Palatine Library District covers 
the village and the northern portion of 
Palatine Township, "about 80 per cent 
of the township," Mrs. Gilpin said. 


"It's a unique kind of request and 


potentially sets a precedent that I 
don't want to set," said Trustee 
James Wilson. Wilson, who lives in an 
unincorporated area of the township, 
said he and other residents are not 
serviced by the library. 


Mrs. Gilpin told Wilson persons in 


unincorporated areas could purchase 
a library card for $75. The card en- 


titles the person to use any library in 
the North Suburban Library System. 


"I would think the burden of facil- 


ities and supplies should fall on those 
who don't have to use it (the library) 
on a fee basis," Wilson said. He sug- 


gested the library board hold a refer- 
endum to ask if residents would be 
willing to pay higher taxes to buy 
books. 


MS. BALCKEN told the board she 


did want to have a referendum be- 


cause one was held only two years 
ago to get approval of the electorate 
to build a new library. 


"I think we would have great diffi- 


culty getting a referendum (passed)," 
she said.

Dutch 
to die: 
gunmen 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


South Moluccan guerrillas who seized 
a train and a schoolhouse in Bouens- 
milde threatened Tuesday to slaugh- 
ter their .hostages — including 105 
schoolchildren''— i£ the government 
fails to meet their demands. 


There are 60 or 70 hostages aboard 


the train. 


The gunmen, believed to number 


about 13, grabbed a total of about 180 
hostages at two locations in northern 
Holland Monday and demanded the 
release of 21 South Moluccans now in 
jail and a Boeing 747 jet to take them, 
the freed prisoners and hostages to an 
unspecified destination abroad. 


"There will be many deaths" if the 


Dutch government refuses to free oth- 
er jailed Moluccans and put them on 
a plane out of the country by Wednes- 
day afternoon, the extremists warned 
in a letter. 


PRIME MINISTER Joop Den Uyl 


said his government will not bargain 
until the children are freed. 


"The government has made it quite 


clear that it gives absolute priority to 
the release of the children in the 
school," Justice Minister Dries Van 
Agt said in a nationwide television ad- 
dress. 


Van Agt said "a very important 


South Moluccan" was being flown to 
the-scene "to try to obtain if possible 
the release of the children today." 
The mediator is Theodoor Kuhuwael, 
63-year-old former teacher who nego- 
tiated a similar train hijack 17 
months ago. 


COMBAT-READY troops backed by 


armored cars kept guard over the 
train from behind canal dikes and in 
clumps of trees. 


In a bizarre twist Tuesday, nervous 


gunmen fired several bursts of sub- 
machine gun fire after spotting a 
woman later described by authorities 
as "insane" lying in a bicycle shed 
near the school. The shots broke an 
eerie morning silence throughout the 
town and jolted red-eyed parents 
standing vigil in a nearby library. 


There were no reports of injuries, 


but the children who had been singing 
birthday songs to keep up their spirits 
— could be heard crying. 


Parents, near exhaustion from lack 


of sleep, begged police not to attack 
the school and two policemen clad 
only in undershorts took the uniden- 
tified woman away unharmed.

Each test takes a minimum of 
three years and costs $150,000 to 
$200,000 to complete, an institute 
spokesman said. 


THE NATIONAL Cancer Institute 


has completed tests on only seven 
chemicals to date. Three of them, Ke- 
pone, chloroform and trichloroethy- 
lene (TCE) were linked to cancer in 
animals, the other four tests were in- 
conclusive, the spokesman said.

Don't 
keep him in a closet. Don't tell him he 
can't be part of the wrestling team if 
that's what he wants to do,' " she 
said. "We depend on saccharin to let 
our boy lead a normal life." 


1 FDA SAYS IT HAS no choice in 
banning saccharin because a provi- 
sion of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act forbids the use of any food addi- 
tive known to cause cancer and recent 
studies have shown saccharin causes 
cancer in rats.

Mrs. Linberg said one out of every 


two juvenile diabetics dies before age 
25 "which means there's a chance my 
son won't' live long enough to get can- 
cer," she said.

KELLY REPORTEDLY was in the 


hospital because of aback injury. 


Kelly, who is on five years' federal 


probation for mall fraud, was de- 


tained by police Monday night on a 
$50,000 bond. Bond was reduced to 
$10,000 Tuesday by Associate Judge 
Peter Sullivan in the Skokie branch of 
circuit court. 


Police from Mount Prospect, the Il- 


linois Bureau of Investigation and 
Evanston began searching 'for Kelly 
after they recovered about $10,000 in 
stolen stereo and television equipment 
from Kelly's home Sunday night. 


EVANSTON investigators said that 


Kelly, who had served eight years at 
Menard State Penitentiary for mur- 
der, was employed by the city under 
the Comprehensive Employment xand 
Training Act, a federally funded pro- 
gram designed to expand employment 
opportunities. 


Mount Prospect police also had ar- 


rested and charged Dirk Streibel, 22, 
of 314 Custer, Evanston, in connection 


with the same burglary at the Colony 
Apartments, Oakton Street and Elm- 
hurst Road, Mount Prospect, in which 
$15,000 of property was taken during 
March, April and May.
